1. After the usual opening religious exercises, the Secretary shall 
read the Minutes of the previous session. 

2. No motion shall be entertained by the Conference till such motioa 
shall have been seconded. 

3. All motions shall be reduced to writing, if desired by any member 
of the Conference. 

4. Every member desiring to speak on any subject before the Confer- 
ence shall rise and address the President. 

5. The member who first rises and addresses the President shall be 
entitled to the floor. 

6. No member shall speak more than once on the same subject till all 
who may desire to speak shall have spoken ; nor more than fifteen min- 
utes at a time, without leave of the Conference. • 

7. All questions of order shall be decided by the President, subject to 
an appeal to the Conference, without debate. 

8. When any question is under debate, no motion shall be received 
but to adjourn, to lay on the table, to postpone, to commit, or to amend; 
but a motion to adjourn shall always be in order ; and this, as well as a 
motion to lay on the table, shall be decided without debate. 

9. If the question before the Conference be capable of division, upon 
the call of any member, such question shall be divided. 

10. The business of the Conference shall be conducted with open 
doors, unless otherwise ordered by the Conference. 

11. Any question may be reconsidered on the motion of any member 
who may have voted with the majority. 

12. If any member call for the previous question, and such call shall 
be sanctioned by a two-thirds vote of the Conference, the main question 
shall then be put. 

13. Each committee of the Conference shall choose its own chairman, 
unless the chairman be designated by the Conference or the President in 
the appointment of the committee. 

14. The members of the Conference shall assemble in the Conference- 
room punctually at the hour to which the Conference adjourned, and no 
member shall absent himself from the place of Conference session with- 
out leave of absence. 

15. In all practicable cases, when charges are preferred against a mem- 
ber of Conference, notice shall be given to the President on the first day 
of the session, that, if it be judged proper, his name may be called, and 
the case referred to a committee. 

16. No member of Conference shall be subject to arrest of character 
without having been timely furnished, whereVer practicable, with a writ- 
ten copy of the charges and specifications against him. 

17. The vote on any question shall be taken by ayes and noes, upon 
the call of fifteen members. 
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URBAN Af OHIO, Wednesday, September .V, 1879. 

Bishop Matthew Simpson opened the twenty-eighth session of the 
Cincinnati Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
in Grace Church of Urbana, Ohio, at 9 o’clock this morning, by reading 
the first chapter of the First Epistle of Peter and announcing the 798th 
Hymn, commencing 

“ And are we yet alive ? ” 

After the singing, by request of the Bishop, A. Lowrey and G. Moody 
led the Conference in prayer. 

The Secretary of the last session called the roll of the Conference, 
and one hundred and twenty-two members answered to their names. 

On nomination and motion of G. Moody, B. J. Starr was re-elected 
Secretary; the Secretary nominated and the Conference elected F. G. 
Mitchell, Assistant Secretary ; A. M. Griffith, Recording Secretary ; R. 
E. Smith, Statistical Secretary ; and W. J. Quarry, Secretary of Railroad 
Passes. 

The Conference re-adopted the Rules of Order of the last session. 

It was ordered that the daily sessions should commence at 8^ o’clock 
A. M. and close at 12 M., and that the first half-hour be spent in devo- 
tional services.

Bishop Simpson announced the transfer of James Kendall from the 
Ohio Conference to the Cincinnati Conference, and his name was placed 
on the roll of the Conference. 

A motion was made and carried, by a count vote of thirty-eight 
to thirty, adding a laymen from each district on Sabbath observance. 

A. Lowrey was appointed to take the place of H. Baker on the Com- 
mittee on the State of the Church, appointed last year. The other mem- 
bers are, H. B. Ridgaway, A. B. Leonard, W. A. Robinson, T. Collett, 
M. A. Richards, and E. P. James. 
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The Bishop announced that the Conference was authorized to draw on 
the Chartered Fund for thirty dollars, and the draft was ordered. 

By vote of the Conference the Bishop was requested to appoint the 
Triers of Appeals. 

The Bishop presented accounts from Book Concern at New York, and 
they were referred to the Committee on Book Concern Accounts. 

The Bishop presented also a paper in regard to raising funds for ex- 
penses of the next General Conference, which was read by the Secretary 
and referred to the Presiding Elders, that the amount called for might 
be distributed among the districts. 

Certain papers concerning Garrett Biblical Institute were presented and 
referred to the Committee on Education. 

A letter from K. S. Rust, addressed to the Conference, was read by 
the Secretary, and referred to the Committee on the Freedmen’s Aid 
Society. 

On motion .of G. Moody those items in the report on Observance of 
the Sabbath laid over from last year were referred to the present Com- 
mittee on that subject. 

Bishop Simpson presented, and the Secretary read in part, the Annual 
Report of the Book Committee, and, after discussion, it was referred to 
the Committee on Periodicals and Book Concern accounts. 

A. Lowrey moved that the Committee be instructed to inquire into the 
losses of the Book Concern on accounts, and the cause of such losses. 
His motion was laid on the table. 

The Secretary presented the reports of the Committees of Quarterly 
Conferences within the bounds of which these brethren reside, respect- 
ing the amounts necessary to the comfortable support of J. C. Maddy 
and J. W. Keely, superannuated members of this Conference. 

Like papers were presented concerning Mrs. J. C. Botkin, R. A. 
Arthur, and Mrs. Nancy Cooper, and all were referred to the Conference 
Stewards. 

The Bishop presented a paper concerning the Episcopal Fund, and it 
was referred to the Presiding Elders. 

On motion of A. Lowrey a committee of one from each district on 
Pastoral Address was ordered. 

H. B. Ridgaway, C. W. Ketcham, M. Dustin, J. F. Marlay, T. Collett, 
H. Sutherland, and A. Lowrey were appointed such committee. J. 
F. Conrey, J. W. Weakley, and L. Clark were added. 

A. Lowrey and J. F. Conrey were added to the Committee on Observ- 
ance of the Sabbath. 
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T. H. Pearne moved that the Committee on the State of the Church 
be requested to report on Camp-meetings, with reference to memorializing 
the General Conference on that subject. Carried. 

The report of visitors to the Ohio Wesleyan University was presented, 
and referred to the Committee on Education. 

D. J. Starr moved that members be required to report for Ministerial 
Support only the amount actually allowed and the amount actually 
paid by their respective charges for the salarie.s of Presiding Elder and 
Pastor. 

The motion was adopted. 

On motion of J. M. Walden it was directed that where charges have 
parsonages that fact shall be reported, and where parsonages are rented 
the amount paid for rent shall be reported.

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

WEDNESDAY AFTERNOON, September 3 , 1879, 

Conference met at half-after two o’clock, pursuant to adjournment, 
for the purpose of gathering the reports of statistics and collections from 
the charges. 

Wm. Young, by appointment of Bishop Simpson, occupied the chair, 
and S. B. Smith conducted the devotional services. 

The item from the Minutes of the morning session relating to the 
present session was read, and a motion was passed requesting persons 
appointed to receive reports to take places within the rail of the platform 
to facilitate their work. 

H. C. Middleton was appointed to receive Bible money in the absence 
of W. Herr. W. Mahon was appointed to receive Educational funds. 
J. S. Pumphrey was appointed to receive Episcopal funds. W. N. Will- 
iams was appointed to receive funds and reports of funds collected for 
the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society. A motion was made that 
brother Williams be instructed not to report the amounts returned to 
him, but paid elsewhere. The motion was laid on the table. 

H. Tuckley was appointed to receive funds for the Sunday-school 
Union, and L. Clark for the Conference Trustees. 

The call of the charges was then made, and the pastors who were 
ready handed in their reports of statistics and benevolent collections. 

The work of the session having been completed. Conference adjourned 
ty motion, the benediction being pronounced by F. M. Clemans. 
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THURSDAY MORNING^ September 4, 1879. 

Conference opened this morning at 8^ o’clock, Bishop Simpson in 
the chair, with a prayer service of half an hour, conducted by M. Dustin, 
in which also L. F. Van Clcve and L. D. M’Cabe led the devotions of 
Conference. 

It was ordered that the names of those absent yesterday be called, and 
twelve of those brethren answered to their names. 

The Journal of yesterday’s morning and afternoon sessions was read 
and approved. 

The Tenth Question was resumed, and W. Runyan, Presiding Elder 
of the West Cincinnati District, represented the state of the work and 
the observance of the Missionary plan within his district, and his char- 
acter and those of H. B. Ridgaway, J. W. Sutherland, C. W. Ketcham, 
D. J. Starr, Gr. W. Kelley, H. Miller, J. Wilson, J. F. Conrey, D. C. 
Vance, E. Burdsall, J. S. Whitney, G. Moody, J. Murray, J. R. Hunter, 
G. T. Weaver, T. S. Cowden, R. K. Deem, L. F. Young, J. J. Hill, J. 
F. Hull, R. S. Rust, C. H. Payne, and J. M. Walden, were passed, those 
in charge reporting their collections, except L. F. Young, who was not 
present. 

J. W. Sutherland was granted a supernumerary relation, at his own 
request.

C. W. Ketcham was appointed to represent the Church in the prosecu- 
tion of the charges in this case ; D. R. Baker choosing to conduct his 
own defense. 

Dayton District was called, and T. H. Pearne, P. E., represented the 
state of the work and the observance of the Missionary plan within his 
district, and his character was passed. 

A. B. Leonard, E. T. Wells, J. W. Gaddis, M. A. Richards, J. W 
Mason, M. P. Zink, T. E. Fidler, J. A. Easton, J. B. Ellsworth, J. W. 
Cassatt, J. C. Ambrose reported their collections, and their characters 
were passed. 

W. H. Black reported his collections, and requested the appointment 
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of a committee to look into the foundation of an accusation made against 
him. L. F.. Van Cleve, 11. S. Rust, and T. J. Harris were appointed 
such committee. 

The committee on the case of D. R. Baker was nominated by the 
Bishop, and elected by the Conference, as follows : J. F. Conrey, Gr. H. 
Dart, D. Warnock, T. Collett, T. Lee, C. H. Lawton, G. M. Edgar, M. 
P. Zink, A. U. Beall, S. Bennett, A. W. Tibbits, W. Q. Shannon, C. 
Ferguson, G. Moody, and J. Pearson. 

The Bishop appointed Wm. Young chairman of the committee. 

The Tenth Question was resumed, and the names of T. D. W. Peake, 
F. S. Davis, C. Ferguson, W. Q. Shannon, N. Prince, M. Kauffman, G. 
H. Dart, D. D. Cheney, and G. M. Hammell were called, and their char- 
acters passed, those in charge, except N. Prince, having reported their 
collections. 

Win. Herr’s name was called, and a letter, addressed by him to the 
Conference, was read by the Secretary. 

A collection for brother Herr, amounting to one hundred and sixty- 
five dollars, was ordered by Conference, and taken by S. D. Clayton, A. 
B. Leonard, M. P. Gaddis, and J. M. Walden. 

A. B. Leonard and T. H. Pearne were appointed to receive the money 
and convey it to brother Herr. Brother Herr’s character was passed. 

The Secretary read a statement of the finance account of the publica- 
tion of brother Herr’s Semi-centennial Sermon. 

T. H. Pearne presented, and the Secretary read, a paper from the Quar- 
terly Conferences of Grace Church and Green Street Church, Piqua, 0., 
declaring their undivided confidence in the Christian and ministerial 
character of Rev. James Stephenson, and requesting Conference to restore 
him to his standing in the ministry. 

After the reading, T. H. Pearne moved the appointment of a commit- 
tee to consider the case of brother Stephenson, with a view of determin- 
ing what course the Conference should take in this case. 

L. F. Van Cleve moved, as a substitute, that the case go directly to a 
committee for trial, according to the provisions of the Discipline. 

The original motion was withdrawn, the substitute was adopted, and a 
committee of fifteen was ordered to try the case. 

The chair was requested to nominate this committee, and it was consti- 
tuted as follows : M. Kauffman, T. S. Cowden, H. C. Middleton, J. P. 
Porter, J. F. Loyd, R. K. Deem, W. Mahon, J. W. Mason, J. Verity, J. 
P. Shultz, J. Vance, E. M. Cole, J. N. Irvin, J. G. Black, and James 
Murray. 
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R. S. Rust was appointed to preside. 

H. B, Ridgaway, J. Kendall, and J. S. Whitney were appointed to 
represent the Church in the prosecution of this case. 

M. Dustin, J. W. Cassatt, and W. R. Warnock were announced as rep- 
resenting the accused. 

On motion of D. H. Moore the election of delegates to the General 
Conference was made the special order for to-morrow at 10 o’clock. 

L. D. M’Cabe was added to the Committee on Education, and James 
M’Math to the Board of Stewards. 

E. M’Hugh’s name was substituted for that of N. W. Darlington in 
the Committee on Periodicals and Book Concern Accounts. 

The Bishop submitted a report from Drew Seminary, which was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Education. 

Rev. A. B. See, of the Ohio Conference ; Rev. P. C. Lewis, of the 
Alabama Conference ; and Rev. G. W. Henning, of the Kansas Confer- 
ence, were introduced by the Bishop. 

M. M. Kugler and G. M. Hammell were elected Assistant Secretaries, 
and detailed to record the proceedings of the trials ordered by Conference. 

M. P. Gaddis was appointed to conduct the opening religious services 
to-morrow morning. 

After the publication of notices, Conference adjourned with the bene- 
diction by J. Kendall.

FRIDAY MORXIXGf September S, 1879. 

Conference opened at o’clock. Bishop Simpson in the chair. 
M. P. Gaddis conducting the prayer-service,' in which T. H. Pearne, 
D. H. Moore, J. G. Black, and J. Verity led the devotions of the 
Conference. Further calling of the roll was, on motion, dispensed with. 

The Journal of yesterday’s proceedings was read and approved. 

The Conference Stewards submitted and read their preliminary report. 

A. B. Leonard was appointed to assist C. W. Ketoham in the prose- 
cution, in the case of D. R. Baker. 

The Second Question — “TFAo are admitted on Trialf^ was taken up, 
and the call of the districts was made to receive the recommendations of 
applicants. 

W. I. Fee presented the recommendation of Benjamin D. Hypes, 
from the Quarterly Conference of Walnnt Hills; T. H. Pearne presented 
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the recommendation of Wilbur P. Thirkield, from the Quarterly Confer- 
ence of Germantown, and of L. 0. Deputy, from the Quarterly Con- 
ference of Elkton and Winchester; W. L. Hypes presented the recom- 
mendation of Valorous F. Brown, from the Quarterly Conference of 
Grantville charge, Kansas Conference. 

The Bishop presented the certificate of transfer of John Y. Leming, 
a probationer of two years’ standing, from the Kentucky Conference to 
the Cincinnati Conference. 

Wm. Young announced that eighty-six dollars were raised last evening 
for the Preachers’ Belief Society. 

The Fourth Question, “ IFAo are admitted into full connectionT^ was 
taken up, and Henry Witham, Henry C. Weakley, Stanley 0. Boyal, 
John A. Story, John A. White, and John Y. Leming, those in charge 
having reported their collections, were called forward, and were asked 
the usual Disciplinary Questions, which having been satisfactorily an- 
swered they were addressed by the Bishop in a very appropriate and 
impressive manner. 

By request of the Conference the Bishop questioned the class as to 
their use of tobacco or other narcotics. 

None of the class were addicted to their use. 

After the representations of their presiding elders and examiners, 
they were admitted into full connection, and J. Y. Leming was elected 
to deacons’ orders, the others being deacons. 

The order of the day was taken up, the time having arrived for the 
election of delegates to General Conference. On motion it was decided 
to elect by ballot, a majority of the votes cast being necessary to an election. 

Ballots were directed to be cast for four delegates, and on motion it 
was ordered that any ballot containing more than four names should be 
thrown out, and any ballot cast for other than members of Conference 
be considered blank, and that no member be allowed to vote outside the 
bar of Conference. 

J. Pearson, E. T. Wells, M. P. Gaddis, and W. N. Williams were 
appointed Tellers, and a Secretary was detailed to take the count. 

A ballot was taken and the Tellers retired. 

W. H. Sutherland, W. A. Robinson, and J. M. Walden were appointed 
a Committee on Conference Resolutions. 

On motion of J. F. Marlay 10 o’clock to-morrow was made the time 
for fixing the place of the next session. 

M. Dustin moved the appointment of a commission of five on Confer- 
ence Boundaries, to correspond with like commissions from other Con- 
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ferences with relation to memorializing the next General Conference on 
that subject. The motion prevailed. The Secretary was directed to 
notify other Conferences in Ohio of this action and request them to 
appoint like commissions. 

The Bishop was requested to appoint the members of this commission. 

S. A. Brewster, T. H. Pearne, J. F. Marlay, W. Runyan, and M. 
J^auffman were so appointed. 

On motion of J. M. Walden it was declared to be the judgment of 
this Conference that any recommendation from the Joint Commission 
to the General Conference should have the support of at least three of 
the representatives of each Annual Conference. 

J. W. Weakley was substituted for A. Meharry as a Trustee of the 
Mears bequest. 

A. Lowrey presented a paper from W. Herr, Secretary of Conference 
Trustees, relating to Xenia College, which, together with other papers 
concerning Xenia College and the Ohio Wesleyan University, was re- 
ferred to the Committee oh Education. 

W. H. Sutherland moved that a Conference experience meeting, 
including an address by Bishop Simpson on the subject of disseminating 
missionary intelligence and raising missionary money, be held to-morrow 
at 10.30 o’clock. Carried. 

On motion of W. L. Hypes the Trustees of Tylersville Church were 
granted permission to sell that property. 

Permission was also given to the Trustees of Butlerville Circuit to 
sell their parsonage; also to the Trustees of the parsonage at Winchester, 
Adams County, to sell that property. 

On motion of J. M. Walden the Committee on the Freedmen’s Aid 
Society were directed to consider and report upon the exodus of the 
colored people from the South. 

The Committee appointed to consider the accusation against W. H. 
Black reported as follows : 

We, the committee to whom certain complaints against Rev. Wm. H. 
Black were referred, have heard the full statement of both the accuser 
and the accused, and after proper deliberation and conference thereon 
are of the opinion, first, that the punishment inflicted upon the intract- 
able horse was not cruel or excessive ; second, that -while to persons 
observing only the punishment inflicted, it might seem cruel and dictated 
by passion, a fuller knowledge of the matter would not support this 
supposition, but would acquit Wm. H. Black of cruelty or of culpable 
imprudence. We, therefore, recommend that his character pass. 

L. F. Van Cleve, 
R. S. Rust. 
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The report was adopted. 

The Tennesseeans, under the management of Prof. Donavin, being 
present, entertained and delighted the Conference with singing several 
hymns and melodies. 

P. C. Lewis, of the Alabama Conference, addressed Conference in 
behalf of the unfinished church at Huntsville, for which, after remarks 
by R. S. Rust, a collection was taken, amounting to fifty-two dollars 
and seven cents. 

J. E. H. Sentman, having been necessarily absent when the vote was 
taken, was allowed to vote, and the Secretary was directed to deposit 
his ballot. 

Rev. Dr. Thompson and Rev. Dr. Imhoff, of Urbana; Revs. S. A. 
Keen, and F. F. Lewis, of the Ohio Conference ; Gershom Lease, W. 
W. Winters, John Graham, and Parker Pope, of the Central Ohio Con- 
ference; T. Cundy, of the Kentucky Conference; and Judge. Wm. Law- 
rence, were introduced to the Conference. 

The Third Question, “ Who remain on trial?'' was taken up. 

John R. Shannon, James S. Bitler, AVm. E. Kugler, David A. 
M’Colm, and Charles C. Jones, having been favorably represented by 
their examiners and presiding elders, those in charge having reported 
collections, were continued on trial. 

The examiners reported that brother Bitler had brought up his 
studies laid over from last year. 

On motion of D. J. Starr the Bishop was requested to appoint a com- 
mittee of two to bear the fraternal greetings of the Cincinnati Conference 
to the Lay Electoral Conference, and assure them that it will be the 
pleasure of the Cincinnati Conference to receive that body at such time 
as may suit its convenience to attend. 

J. M. Walden and J. W. Weakley were appointed a committee for 
that purpose. 

The Tellers having completed their count the Bishop announced the 
result of the ballot as follows : Whole number of votes cast one hundred 
and fifty-two; necessary to a choice seventy-seven. 

One hundred and fourteen votes having been cast for J. M. Walden he 
was declared elected. 

No other candidate having received a majority of the votes cast a 
second ballot was ordered, and members Avere directed to vote for three 
delegates. 

The time of the session was extended, and the vote was taken. 
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On motion it was ordered that when we adjourn it be to meet at two 
o’clock, to remain in session one hour. 

The Bishop appointed J. ^Y. Weakley to conduct the opening services 
of to-morrow morning. 

After giving notices, Conference adjourned with the benediction by 
A. B. Leonard. 



AFTERNOON SESSION. 

Jh'RlDAY AFTERNOON, September 5, 1879. 

• Conference met, pursuant to adjournment, at two o’clock. Bishop 
Simpson in the chair. 

W. H. Sutherland conducted the opening devotional services. 

The Journal of the morning’s session was read and approved. 

The tellers having reported the count of the second ballot the Bishop 
announced the result of the vote as follows : Whole number of votes cast 
one hundred and forty-four ; necessary to a choice, seventy-three ; num- 
ber of candidates voted for, thirty. 

Eighty-five votes having been cast for W. L. Hypes he was declared 
elected. 

No other candidate having received a majority of votes, there remain 
two delegates to be elected. 

The members of the Lay Electoral Conference, having accepted the 
invitation of the Cincinnati Conference, appeared in a body, and were 
conducted to reserved seats within the bar of the Conference. 

J. M. Walden, of the Committee of Invitation, presented the laymen 
to Bishop Simpson, who introduced them and their President, Judge 
Henderson Elliott, of Dayton, to the Annual Conference, the ministers 
rising to receive them. 

To a cordial greeting by Bishop Simpson, Judge Elliott, on behalf of 
the Laymen’s Conference, responded, delivering an earnest, cordial, and 
enthusiastic address, abounding in encouraging and religious sentiments. 

The time of the session was extended. 

By invitation of the Conference Bishop Simpson responded in its be- 
half, and his address was followed by brief and stirring remarks from J. 
M. Walden, W. L. Hypes, G. Moody, S. D. Clayton, and J. W. Weakley 
of the Annual Conference, and by Col. W. R. Warnock and Judge Wm. 
M. Meek of the Lay Conference. 



By special invitation Dr. John Miley, of the New York Conference, 
also spoke. 
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The Conferences sang the hymn commencing 
“ Blest be the tie that binds,” 
and were led in prayer by A. Lowrey. 

After parting words by Judge Elliott, the laymen retired, and Confer- 
ence proceeded to cast its third ballot for General Conference delegates, 
having yet two to elect. 

Rev. D. Berger, D. D., fraternal delegate from the Miami Conference 
of the United Brethren Church ; Rev. W. F. Lacount, of the Minnesota 
Conference ; and Rev. B. N. Spahr, of the Ohio Conference, were intro- 
duced to the Conference. 

After the giving of notices. Conference adjourned with the benediction 
by Dr. Berger.

Conference opened at 8^ o’clock. Bishop Simpson in the chair, J. W. 
Weakley, by appointment of the Bishop, conducting the usual prayer 
service ; J. J. Hill and A. B. Leonard also leading the devotions of Con- 
ference. 

The tellers having made their returns, the Bishop announced the re- 
sults of the third ballot as follows : Whole number of votes cast, one 
hundred and forty-two ; necessary to a choice, seventy-two ; number of 
persons voted for, seventeen. 

C. H. Payne, having received seventy-three votes, was declared elected* 

On motion Conference preceded to cast its fourth ballot for the elec- 
tion of one delegate and the tellers retired. 

Rev. J. M. Trimble, D. D., of the Ohio Conference ; Rev. A. J. Ky- 
nett, D. D., Secretary of the Church Extension Society ; and Rev. W. 
H- Boole, of the New York East Conference, were introduced by Bishop 
Simpson. ' 

The Seventh question, “ Who have heen elected and ordained El- 
den f ” was taken up. 

H. Tuckley, A. D. Maddox, B. F. Dimmick, M. M. Kugler, G. W. 
Bubois, J. E. H. Sentman, G. L. Travis, J. I. Taggart, and J. H. Davis 
reported their collections, and, having been satisfactorily represented by 
their presiding elders and examiners, their characters were passed, and 
^11, except J. I. Taggart, were elected to elder’s orders, he having been 
previously ordained. J. H. Davis was granted a supernumerary relation. 
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The sixth question — “ Who are the Deacons of the Second Class?'’ 
was taken up. 

Frank Leever, C. W. Rishell, and E. D. Keyes reported their collec- 
tions, and, after they were represented by their examiners and presiding 
elders, their characters were passed. C. W. Rishell, having passed his 
examination on the course of study for the fourth year, was elected to 
elder’s orders. 

The tellers reported and the Bishop announced the results of the 
fourth ballot as follows : Whole number of votes cast, one hundred and 

forty-three ; necessary to a choice, seventy-two ; no member having re- 
ceived more than sixty-three votes there was no election. 

Conference proceeded to cast its fifth ballot, and the tellers retired. 

John A. Story being a deacon of four years’ standing, was represented 
by the examiners of the fourth year and his presiding elder, and was 
elected to elder’s orders. 

The call was made for recommendations of local preachers for dea- 
con’s orders, and the recommendation of George W. Menaugh from Man- 
chester Quarterly Conference, of Ripley District, was read, and, after a 
representation by his presiding elder and the statement that the work re- 
quires his services as a deacon, he was elected. 

Jas. S. Bitler, recommended from Carthage Quarterly Conference, 
West Cicinnati District, was represented by his examiners and presiding 
elder and elected to deacon’s orders. 

The call of the Districts was made for recommendations of local 
preachers for elder’s orders, and none were presented. 

The Conference Stewards presented and read their final report, and it 
was adopted. 

Rev. E. D. Whitlock, of the Central Ohio Conference ; Rev. D. Curry, 
D. D., Editor of the National Repository ; and Rev. A. G. Byers, of the 
Ohio Conference, were introduced to the Conference. 

The examination of effective elders was resumed, and S. A. Brew- 
ster, Presiding Elder, represented his work and the observance of the 
Missionary plan within the Springfield District, and his character was 
passed. 

The tellers reported, and the Bishop announced the result of the fifth 
ballot as follows : Whole number of votes cast, one hundred and forty- 
six ; necessary to a choice, seventy-four. 

The highest number of votes cast for any person being seventy-two, 
there was noelection. 

Conference proceeded to cast its sixth ballot. 
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The time appointed for fixing the place of the next session having 
come, the order of the day was taken up. 

Invitations were received from Raper Church, Dayton, and the 
Churches at Ripley and Middletown. 

Dayton was favorably represented by the ministers and laymen pres- 
ent; Ripley was withdrawn ; and after full representations from Middle- 
town, the invitation from that place was accepted by a unanimous vote. 

The Bishop introduced to the Conference Revs. Joseph Ayers and J. 
S. Blair, of the Central Ohio Conference; Rev. Wm. M’Kee, of the 
United Brethren Church; and Judge Henderson Elliott and Edward 
8argent, Esq., delegates-elect from the Lay Electoral Conference to the 
ensuing General Conference. 

Leave of absence was granted the Conference Stewards. 

Dr. John Miley addressed the Conference in the interests of the 
Drew Theological Seminary, and appealed to the Cincinnati Conference 
for a subscription of five hundred dollars. This amount was raised be- 
fore the adjournment of session. 

The tellers reported, and the Bishop announced the result of the 
sixth ballot as follows : Whole number of votes cast, one hundred and 
forty-five ; necessary to a choice, seventy-three.

S. A. Brewster, having received ninety-nine votes, was declared elected 
as the first reserve delegate. 

On motion the Secretary was directed to cast the ballot of the Confer- 
ence for B. S. Rust as a reserve delegate. 

The ballot was cast, and the Bishop announced the election of R. S. 
Rust. 

Dr. Kynett addressed the Conference in the interests of the Church 
Extension Society. 

The time of the session was extended. 

Leave of absence was granted to R. S. Rust, and the Bishop appointed 
J. W. Weakley to take his place as president of the committee in the 
trial of J. Stephenson. 

C. Ferguson was substituted for W. Young on the Committee on Tem- 
perance. 

The Bishop appointed L. F. Van Cleve to conduct the devotional serv- 
ices on Monday morning. 

On motion J. J. Hill was requested to deliver his semi-centennial 
address on Monday afternoon, at two o’clock. 

After publication of notices Conference adjourned, with the benedic- 
tion by Dr. A. J. Kynett.

I The Conference having declined to receive L. 0. Deputy on trial, 
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the Presiding Elder of the Dayton District was given leave to em- 
ploy him. 

Felipe N. Cordova, a deacon, recommended by the Mission District 
Conference in Mexico, was admitted on trial. 

Jesus Medina, also recommended by the Mission District Conference 
in Mexico, was admitted on trial, and his orders as an elder in the Epis- 
copal Church in Mexico were recognized, he having been examined as 
to his agreement with the usages and doctrines of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church.

anxiety, occasioned by the shadow of a great scandal, and having, accord- 
ing to the testimony of physicians, a peculiarly sensitive, nervous organ- 
ization, excited at that time by the use of medicines injudiciously taken 
without the immediate advice of a physician, thus paving the easy way to 
Ms fall; therefore, . . . 

Resolved, That while we adjudge him guilty of imprudence and of im- 
morality in the outward act, yet we, in view of all the facts, exonerate 
bim from all intentional wrong-doing. 

Resolved, In view of his suspension from the ministry during the past 
nine months, and of his penitence, we recommend the passage of his 
character. J. W. Weakley, President.

The character of brother Stephenson was passed. 
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J. F. Conrey, Treasurer of the Conference Missionary Society, made 
his report, which was adopted. 

It was agreed that when the Conference adjourned it should be to meet 
at two o’clock, and that the memorial service should then be first in 
order.

The memoir of Mrs. Hattie L. Keck was read by D. J. Starr; after 
which Conference united in singing in part the hymn. 



“ Forever with the Lord.” 
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G. Moody read the memoir of Mrs. Lydia Kenagy Harris ; after which 
the hymn beginning 

“ Calm on the bosom of thy God ” 
was sung by Conference. 

The memoir of Mrs. Mary Ann Keyes was read by W. E. Kugler. 

The memoir of Mrs. Kate Renick Eastman was read by J. N. Irvin ; 
after which a part of the 994th hymn was sung, beginning 

“Soon shall the trump of God.” 

F. M. Clemans read the memoir of Mrs. Eliza Smith. 

S. Weeks read the memoir of Rev. Joseph A. Reeder; after which 
the memoirs were adopted, and the memorial services were closed by 
joining in the Collect of our ritual for burial services and the singing of 
the 985th hymn : 

“ Oh for an overcoming faith.” 

Bishop Simpson took the chair. 

On motion of S. B. Smith, the treasurers of the various Conference 
societies were directed to pay to the Publishing Committee the usual 
amount for publication of their reports. 

S. Weeks read the report of the Committee on Education relating to 
the Ohio Wesleyan University. 

President Payne addressed the Conference in regard to that institu- 
tion, and the item was adopted. 

That part of the report relating to the Cincinnati Wesleyan College 
was read and adopted. 

That item relating to the Xenia College was read and adopted, and W. 
Herr was appointed to look after the financial interests of the Conference 
in the title to the property. The Bishop was also requested to appoint 
brother Herr Financial Agent of Xenia College. 

That part of the report relating to the Drew Seminary and the Gar- 
rett Biblical Institute was read and adopted. 

Item relating to the Springfield College and High School was read and 
adopted. 

Item relating to the Hillsboro College was read and adopted. 

And the report as a whole was adopted. 

The officers of the Conference Educational Society were elected. 

J. Pearson read the report of the Committee on Periodicals and Book 
Concern accounts, which was adopted. 

T. H. Pearne, G. Moody, and J. M. Walden were appointed to report 
Rules of Order at the opening of the next session. 
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The following, presented by A. B. Leonard and T. H. Pearne, was 
adopted : 

Resolved^ That we will use our best diligence to secure a sum fully 
equal to one-tenth of our own salaries, and bring it up at our next ses- 
sion as our collection for the support of the superannuated preachers, 
and the widows and orphans of those who have died in the work. 

On motion of Wm. Herr a committee of three was ordered to take 
into consideration the expediency of organizing a Conference Domestic 
Missionary Society for work within the territory of our Conference, and 
report at our next session. 

The presiding elders of the East and West Cincinnati Districts and 
the Dayton District were constituted such committee. 

D. J. Starr was added to the Committee on Nominations for next year. 

The officers of the Conference Church Extension Society were elected. 

On motion of D. J. Starr the Committee on Nominations was directed 
to report names for a Special Committee on the Qualifications of Appli- 
cants for Admission on Trial for next year. 

It was agreed that when we adjourn it shall be to meet at 7^ o’clock, 
and that the consideration of the subject of missions should be then first 
in order.

The Bishop announced the appointee and alternate for the Missionary 
sermon next year, and nominated the Committees of Examination, the 
Triers of Appeals, and the Commission on Boundaries. The nomina- 
tions of the Bishop were confirmed. 

The Journal of the morning’s session was read and approved. 

The Journal of the afternoon’s session was read and approved, and 
Conference adjourned with the benediction by A. Lowrey. 



EVENING SESSION. 

TUESDAY EVEyiXG, September 9, 1879. 

Conference opened, pursuant to adjournment, at 7^ o'clock. Bishop 
Simpson in the chair, with devotional services conducted by J. F. Conrey, 
in which J. Kendall led the Conference in prayer. 

The Secretary was authorized to publish the minutes of the Lay Elec- 
toral Conference with the Conference Minutes. He was also directed to 
publish the Officers of Conference Societies, when not otherwise fur- 
nished, as they were printed last year. 

C. C. Jones was discontinued at his own request. 

On motion of R. E. Smith the resolutions of the Statistical Committee 
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of last year were re-adopted, substituting the Secretary for the Statistical 
Secretaries in the first resolution. 

On motion of A. Lowrey the Conference declared that it would be 
pleased to see Brother J. J. Hill’s Semi-centennial Address published in 
pamphlet form, should the author see fit to give it to the public in that 
form. 

According to previous request Bishop Simpson addressed the Confer- 
ence on the best means of promoting the interests of the Missionary Cause 
within our charges. 

J. F. Conrey moved a resolution that we will make persistent effort 
to bring up our Missionary collections to an average of at least one dol- 
lar per member. W. H. Sutherland, T. H. Pearne, L. F. Van Cleve, 
and J. Pearson spoke on the subject. J. F. Marlay moved to amend by 
substituting fifty cents for one dollar. The amendment was adopted and 
the resolution as amended was adopted. 

J. M. Walden was appointed to make arrangements with the Rail- 
roads for next year’s session. 

The Journal of the evening’s session was read and approved. The 
Bishop announced the 816th hymn, which was sung, and Dr. Payne led 
the Conference in a closing prayer. 

Bishop Simpson addressed the Conference in a tender and suggestive 
manner, in reference to our work and to the assignment of ministers to 
their charges 

The Bishop announced the transfer of Earl Cranston from the Cincin- 
nati to the Colorado Conference ; and of Henry Baker to the Newark 
Conference; also the transfer to this Conference of J. F. M’Clelland.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE OX STATISTICS. 

The statistical reports from all the charges in the Conference have 
been handed in, and, with a few exceptions, in good time. As great 
carelessness is manifested in a large number of them, we call attention to 
the following points ; 

1. The number of schools, the number of officers and teachers, and 
the number of scholars of all ages are reported twice, and care should 
be taken to have both reports agree. 

2. The number of scholars fifteen years and over, the number under 
fifteen years except the infant class, and the number in the infant class 
should be equal to the total number given. ~ 

3. The amount of collections given in the statistics should correspond 
with the report of the treasurers of the different societies. 

The Committee ask the adoption of the resolutions of last year ; 
namely : 

1. Resolved^ That the Secretary be requested to send the statistical 
blanks and collection envelopes to the presiding elders for their preach- 
ers in charge three months before the Conference session. 

2. Resolved., That we consider it the imperative duty of all the 
preachers in charge to be ready to hand in their reports on the first day 
of the Conference session. 

3. Resolved, That a special session of conference be held on the after- 
noon of the first day for the purpose of presenting statistical reports 
and collections. 

4. Resolved, That the Statistical Secretaries shall not be required to 
receive and enter statistics after the second day of the session. 



REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE OX EDUCATIOX. 

Ohio Wesleyan University. 

This, the largest literary institution in our connection, is so well known 
by its history of nearly forty years, that we have merely to state its 
present standing as to finances and Faculty, as they immediately concern 
this Conference, and to respectfully remind our ministers and members 
that, prolific as the University has been of good fruit, the maximum, 
with present facilities, can not be hoped for till the endowment is in- 
creased at least fourfold. 

From the Auditor’s report of June 15, 1879, we have the following 
statement : 



I. Assets: 

Ground and buildings $200,000 00 

Library, cabinets, and apparatus 31,000 00 

Permanent fund 251,056 89 

General fund 2,550 00 

Library fund 500 00 

Interest due on loans, tuition, etc 5,315 84 

Total $490,422 73

III. Excess of Assets $485,330 41 

These figures indicate a gratifying decrease in the indebtedness of 
$4,173.01 since the report of last year. The Visiting Committee make 
honorable mention of the improved condition of the grounds and build- 
ings, of the merit of the examinations, and the high grade of the more 
public commencement exercises. 

The whole number in attendance the past collegiate year was : Gen- 
tlemen, 433; ladies, 182; total, 615. The sub-freshmen examination, 
extending through three days, was most thorough, so that only the well- 
qualified might pass into the college classes. The largest number of 
candidates for the Freshman class ever applying for admission presented 
themselves at this examination. 

The union of the two institutions in one is most happily disappoint- 
ing even its most earnest advocates, in that it gives opportunity for more 
complete supervision of the pupils by one Faculty, and thus promotes a 
firmer discipline than heretofore. The influence of the association of 
the sexes in the recitation-rooms is making the young ladies more wom- 
anly and the gentlemen more manly. All doubts as to the wisdom of 
the union have faded away before the facts. Young ladies now have 
access to the Library and Museum, and graduate from the University. 
They have an elegant home at Monnett Hall, under the supervision of a 
dean, who carefully guards every interest in their behalf. 

The Normal Department has been placed in special charge of one of 
the Faculty, and extraordinary facilities are furnished those who expect 
to devote themselves to teaching. Mrs. Prof. Wm. G. Williams, nee 
Miss Delia Lathrop, late of the Normal School of Cincinnati, lectures 
statedly in this department. She will hereafter have a prominent posi- 
tion in the teaching force of the University, and the young ladies will 
have the benefit of her instruction. 

All the expenses of the University are at the minimum. 

1. Resolved^ That, except where otherwise specified, the moneys raised 
for education in this Conference shall be paid into the treasury of the 
Ohio Wesleyan. University, to be used in aiding deserving and needy 
students of the institution from within the bounds of this Conference, 
preparing for the ministry in our Church. 

2. Resolved, That John R. Wright, Esq., be reappointed Trustee for 
the term of five years from June 22, 1880, to fill the vacancy that will 
then exist by the expiration of his present term of office.

5. Resolved, That we will bear the University upon our prayers; that 
we will advise the young men and women of our charges to attend it;

that we will seek to induce persons of wealth to add to its resources.

II. Indebtedness. 
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Cincinnati Wesleyan College. 

This school for the higher education of women has been doing its 
work for thirty-seven years, and from these college walls pupils have 
gone forth into all the honorable and useful walks of life. Under the 
present eflhcient presidency of Dr. Moore it sustains its well-earned rep- 
utation. There are three full collegiate courses : Classical, Scientific, 
and English, besides the College of Music and the Academy of Arts. 
The Normal Department, a College of Accounts and Business, a Sunday- 
school Institute, and an Academic Department meet the varied needs of 
the pupils. 

The rooms are well furnished, the table is abundantly supplied, and 
great attention is paid to social culture. Twenty-four young ladies were 
graduated at the last commencement. The outlook of the institution in 
its collegiate work is encouraging. The number of applications for ad- 
mission is fully up to the corresponding date of last year. We take 
pleasure in recommending the reappointment of Rev. David H. Moore, 
D. D., to the Presidency of the College ; and the presiding elders of the 
East and West Cincinnati Districts, and the pastors of Christie and Wes- 
ley Chapels, St. Paul, and Oxford as a Visiting Committee for the ensu- 
ing year. 

Xenia College. 

The management of this school is in the hands of Prof. Wm. Smith, 
and is well conducted, but not so well sustained as formerly. The Sum- 
mer Normal School is a marked feature of the College. 

We recommend as Visitors the presiding elders of the Springfield and 
Dayton Districts and the pastors of the Churches in Xenia ; and aBo 
that the Secretary of this Conference be and is hereby authorized to cast 
the vote of the Cincinnati Conference in the election of Trustees of 
Xenia College, and that he be requested as Conference Trustee to pro- 
cure the necessary certificates of the stock belonging to the Conference, 
and that he be instructed to vote for Revs. D. J. Starr and L. Clark for 
two of the places; and that, in compliance with requests made to the 
Committee, we recommend the appointment of Rev. Wm. Herr as Finan- 
cial Agent of Xenia College for Greene County. 

Drew Theological Seminary. 

This seminary, founded in 1866, has graduated 174 students, who are 
preaching in various conferences and mission fields. About $80,000 
have been added to the permanent fund during the year, and we are 
happy in writing the information that the institution is free from debt. 
This work, the more advanced education of the ministry, is so intimately 
connected with the spirit of Methodism, which was born in our Univer- 
sity, and is so related to success that we cordially commend Drew 
Theological Seminary to the patronage and prayers of our preachers and 
pupils and people. We suggest the appointment of Rev. A. Lowrey, 
D. D., as Visitor from this Conference. 

Garrett Biblical Institute. 

The financial difficulty of this Institute still remains, but not in as 
*ippalling magnitude as last year. The appointment of Rev. Wm. X.

Ninde, D, D., to the Presidency gives satisfaction, and promises well for \ 
the future. We commend the Institute to our preachers and people, \ 
and nominate Rev. Granville Moody, D. D., as our Visitor. I

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON SUNDAY-SCHOOL 

CAUSE. 

■ With an aggregate of one million five hundred and eleven thousand 
three hundred and eighty-nitie scholars of all ages, and two hundred and 
twelve thousand four hundred and forty-two officers and teachers in our 
own connection, your committee are aware of the magnitude of the Sun- 
day-school cause. 

With so many facilities for study, with wealth, position, and intelli- 
gence, it is legitimate to inquire whether or not our Sunday-school is 
accomplishing all we have a right to expect it to accomplish ? We think 
it is not. 

One cause of this failure is the. many unconverted persons found in its 
official ranks. For in the Sunday-shools of this Conference alone we find 
not less than nine hundred unconverted officers and teachers. Surely, 
this is to be deprecated. How can these teach, they having never 
learned the way of salvation ? If soul-saving is not the chief aim and 
end of all Sunday-school effort we certainly misapprehend its purpose. 

Now, one of the results of this large unconverted working element in 
our Sunday-school is, that out of an aggregate of more than thirty-four 
thousand attendants of the Sunday-schools of our own Conference there 
are but nine thousand two hundred and twenty -eight persons who are 
members of the Church, and but one thousand six hundred and ninety- 
two reported conversions. 

Again, we deplore the annual loss of so many young people to our 
Sunday-schools. Can not some means be devised to prevent this large, 
unnecessary, and ruinous depletion ? 

We have also considered the relation x)f the pastor to the Sunday- 
school. He is not one of the teachers, and should therefore seldom, if 
ever, teach a class. He is not the superintendent, and therefore should 
very rarely take charge of the Sunday-school. He is the pastor of the 
school ; it is his school — one part of his Church, which he has pledged 
himself faithfully to oversee ; therefore, he is largely responsible for the 
kind of teaching there done, for the sort of government found there, in- 
deed for whatever takes place there. He is pre-eminently the superior 
officer of the Sunday-school department. He is not merely to take such I 
a part in the exercises of the school as the superintendent invites him to 
take. Being pastor of the entire Church it is his business to work for 
all its interests, and to advise as to the best methods. 

We would recommend that some decided action be taken in reference 
to the catechism in the Sunday-school, or it will be lost to both Church 
and school; and who can estimate the result attending such loss.? There 
is much in the very form of sound doctrine. 

We look with much favor upon our Sunday-school helps and literature, 
and would urge each pastor to employ his energy and influence in their 
diffusion, and to call earnestly each year upon his people to give such 
material aid to these enterprises as shall secure their complete success 
However, as to helps we would advise that they be used in the study of 
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the Word, in the preparation of the lesson, but that the Bible be em- 
ployed in the Sunday-school more than it is when in session. 

We would also recommend to pastors and superintendents the neces- 
sity of holding!: monthly Sunday-school prayer-meetings, thus familiar- 
izing the children with our methods, and teaching them to expect a 
youthful Christian experience and how to express it ; also their depend- 
ence upon God in the performance of every religious duty.

REPORT ON FREEDMEN’S AID. 



The Freedmen’s Aid Society is one of the important benevolent f 
organizations of our Church. The great need of the freedmen for intel- 
lectual and moral elevation called it into existence, and the continuance 
of this condition makes the Society a continued necessity. 

The blighting curse of slavery having long rested upon this people, 

^ they are left in such a condition of ignorance and degradation as to ap- 
peal strongly to the sympathies of all Christian people. 

They possess citizenship as well as souls. They need qualification for 
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the former as well as the Gospel of salvation for the latter. The safety 
of the state is in the intelligence and virtue of the people; therefore, as 
patriots, as well as Christians, it is our duty to observe the following 
direction in our Discipline : 

“ Let all our people contribute liberally each year for the support of 
our Freedmen’s Aid Society.” 

The work of the Society is conducted with wisdom. It aims at cen- 
ters of influence. It educates for the ministry, and for teaching. It 
has not the means to conduct a scheme for popular education and specific 
missionary labor, but qualifies preachers and teachers for this work 
among their own people. Institutions of learning are centrally located, 
and are doing efficient work. An expenditure of a given sum of money 
will accomplish more in this field than in almost any other. 

The voices of the freedmen cry to us, “Come over and help us.” 
These voices come to us with greater emphasis because the ears nearest 
to them are so heedless. 

Says Rev. I. J. Lansing : “ None of the large and influential religious 
denominations of the South, in the twelve years since the war, have 
established for the colored people a single academy, seminary, college, 
university, or normal or theological school ; and not one of the institu- 
tions under their control is open to persons having any trace of African 
blood.” 

It is, therefore, evident from what source their chief help must come. 
They who held them in slavery seek now to hold them in a condition of 
vassalage kindred to their former enslavement. Fraud in business, per- 
secution and murder in politics render subsistence difficult, and the exer- 
cise of the sacred rights of citizenship impossible. 

As one of the results of this state of things is the recent remarkable 
“ exodus ” from the South to the West. Oppression in Egypt contributed 
to the exodus of the children of Israel. Under like conditions history 
repeats itself. 

The instincts of humanity are for liberty, for God made man free. 
Liberty suppressed will break the yoke of oppression, or seek an opeu 
field elsewhere. 

This out-going of the colored people will continue, and increase, if the 
cause which produced it continues; if justice and the free exercise of the 
rights of citizenship are allowed the tide will be stayed. It is to be 
hoped that the South will see their wickedness and folly toward this 
people, and change their treatment of them. 

Whether in the South or West, the freedmen greatly need the helping 
hand of the Christian and the patriot. 

Your committee recommend the following action: 

1. That the apportiontment of two thousand five hundred dollars 
made to this Conference by the Board of Managers of the Freedmen s 
Aid Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church be distributed by the 
presiding elders to the districts and charges, and that they report to the 
charges the apportionment made at the first quarterly-meeting if possible. 

2. That we will present the claims of this cause to our congregations, 
and make an earnest effort to raise the apportionment. 

3. That we cordially approve the manner in which the Secretary, R. 
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Rust, D. D., has discharged his oflScial duties in connection with this 
Society, thereby rapidly advancing the interests of this great cause.

REPORT ON FINANCE. 



Your Committee on Finance submit the following : 

That we are persuaded that many members of our Church do not 
fully appreciate the duty resting upon them, and which they voluntarily 
assumed on their admission into full connection — that of contributing 
according to their ability to the support of the Gospel and the various 
benevolent enterprises of the Church ; and we fear that this duty is by 
many soon forgotten. They do not remember that all they have belongs 
to' God, and do not seem to comprehend that common honesty and fair 
dealing require the prompt and cheerful payment of the amounts judged 
by the authorities of the Church necessary for the support of the pastor 
and other expenses of the Church of God is as clearly a duty as the 
payment of any other honest debt, the collection of which could be en- 
forced by law. And they have forgotten that while the spiritual inter- 
ests of the Church are paramount, the financial are certainly second lU 
their claims upon all who profess our holy religion. They pray with be- 
coming earnestness, “ Thy kingdom come, thy will be done on earth as 
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part of somo of the ministry and many of the membership of the 
Churches. We recognize the Church as the chief agency through which 
this, as every other sin, is to be destroyed. It must keep the lead of the 
host arrayed against evil. 

Your Committee submit the following resolutions : 

^ 1. That we welcome every agency for suppressing the liquor traffic and 
rescuing and curing drunkards whose spirit and methods are consistent 
with the Gospel of Christ. 

2. That we use every opportunity and every method in our control to 
teach the people the true nature of this evil, and the sure way of salva- 
tion therefrom, directing their attention to Him who “ was manifested 
that he might destroy the works of the devil.” 

3. That we adhere strictly to the provisions of our Discipline, — to 
preach on the subject, to disseminate healthy temperance literature, to 
organize juvenile temperance societies, and see that nothing but pure, 
unfermented wine be provided for the sacrament. 

4. That we have the fullest confidence in, and heartily indorse, the 
Woman’s Christian Temperance Union. 

5. That it is the duty of all Christians, and especially of Methodists, 
to refrain from all use of intoxicating liquors and narcotics, and labor 
to secure the total prohibition of the traffic.

REPORT ON PERIOOICAES AND BOOK CONCERN 

ACCOUNTS. 

We deem it unnecessary to repeat in detail our oft expressed com- 
mendation of the periodicals issued by our Book Concerns. We regard 
them as, without exception, equal in literary excellence and general 
make-up to the best in the land in their respective classes. They are 
also relatively as cheap as any — considerably cheaper than the average. 
They are moreover, and especially, Methodistic ; and as they are set for 
the defense and advancement of every interest of our Church, they are 
entitled to our earnest and constant support. While we do not object to 
our preachers or members subscribing for any other really Christian peri- 
odicals, yet we do believe that we owe to those of our own Church our 
first support, and we owe it to the Western Christian Advocate that it 
should not be displaced from any of our families, even by other papers 
of our own Church. It is our fixed belief that at least one of our 
weekly papers should be in each home of our Church, and to the accom- 
plishment of this purpose we do mutually pledge our persistent efforts. 

We congratulate the Agents of the Western Methodist Book Concern 
that, notwithstanding the financial pressure of last year, and despite the 
loss at Chicago, St. Louis, and Atlanta of nearly S5,000, that they itre 
enabled to show a net profit of $16,896. There is, however, the same 
old sore of accumulating notes and accounts, which for many years have 
drained the strength of our Book Concern. We find that of the 
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1319,922 due the Western Book Concern from these sources, 87,421.86 
was on the first of September owed by members of this Conference. Of 
this, 81,033.12 has since been paid, leaving still due 86,388.74. Of this 
amount, considerably more than half, or 83,698.61, is owed by fourteen 
members. Some of these notes, or accounts, of our Conference members 
have been due for over ten years. It is an injustice to the great majority 
of us, who pay as we go, to be suspected of dereliction in this matter. 
This, too, must be, and is, a serious embarrassment to the business of 
the Book Concern, and if continued must positively jeopardize its pres- 
ent first-class business reputation. We therefore recommend to our 
Book Agents that they do impartially and immediately carry into efiect 
the following resolution of the Book Committee at its session last Feb- 
ruary, namely: 

“ That the Book Agents be instructed to carry out rigidly and forcibly 
the instruction given to them by this Committee at our annual session in 
February, 1877, whereby they shall require the payment in full of all 
that is due by any one at the sessions of the respective Conferences, and 
if any account is settled by an approved note for ninety days, and such 
note is not paid at maturity, no further credit shall he given to the maker 
of such note, nor to any one who has not paid his account.” 

We do also recommend to the Book Agents that they give immediate 
notice to the members of our Conference who have neglected to settle 
their accounts at this session, that if they are not met within a reason- 
able period — say ninety days — that they will be proceeded against in the 
same manner as other business houses collect their notes or accounts. 

We do also recommend that the General Conference be petitioned to 
see that our entire Book Concern business Fast and ^Vest be brought 
to a STRICTLY CASH business on and after January 1, 1881, at the latest.

report ox the obsertaxce of the sabbath. 

The necessity of the Sabbath as a day of rest is founded in the nature 
of man. God has so constituted us that we need it. The rest and recu- 
peration of the night do not restore the waste of the previous day. The 
only way to prevent an abridgment of life, and to secure the greatest 
longevity, is to observe properly the rest provided in the holy Sabbath. 
Experience shows that the man that works six days in the week will 
accomplish more than he who works seven. It can not le denied that, 
for the promotion of the best physical interests of our race, the rest of 
the Sabbath is absolutely demanded ; but especially for the promotion of 
man s spiritual and eternal interests is the weekly rest-day necessary. 
Rod instituted the day at the close of creation-week, “ blessed and sanc- 
tified ” it to the good of man, thus making it coeval with the race. Jesus 
said, “The Sabbath was made for man.” It was not made for one nation 
pr age, but for all the descendants of Adam to the end of time. This 
institution God recognized at the giving of the law on Sinai, thus putting 
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into the written code what he had already written in man’s nature. The 
moral code can never be modified, amended, or repealed, and is binding 
upon all men. The obligation to keep the Sabbath, therefore, is not 
based upon mere expediency or human authority, but on an explicit and 
formal command of Almighty God, and in its very nature is perpetual. 
While under the Christian dispensation the day is relieved from the 
heavy ceremonials of the former dispensation, its moral obligation is 
as binding as when it was written by the finger of God upon tables of 
stone. 

The divine sanction for the change of the day of rest from the seventh 
to the first day of the week is furnished in the resurrection and subse- 
quent appearances of our Lord on that day, and its observance by the 
apostolic Church. 

The Sabbath is the poor man’s defense against the demands of con- 
scienceless capitalists and soulless corporations, both of which unite to 
crush and degrade him to a position but little above that of a slave or a 
beast of burden. But the Sabbath must be observed not merely as a day 
of rest from secular toil, but also as a religious institution. Let it be- 
come a day of rest and amusement, and the most important results it was 
intended to produce will be lost, and the day itself would soon be abol- 
ished. The proper observance of the Sabbath is necessary to the pro- 
motion of our national life. The great French statesman, Montalembert, 
said truly, “ There is no religion without worship, and there is no wor- 
ship without a Sabbath.” 

1. Resolved, That the Lord’s-day, answering to the Jewish Sabbath 
and consisting in the sanctification of one-seventh of our time for holy 
uses, is indispensable to the success of the Church and the perpetuity 
and universal spread of Christianity. 

2. Resolved, That the attempt now being made by a part of our for- 
eign population, joined with an equally dissolute class of native citizens, 
to blot out Sunday from the calendar of American institutions, threatens 
the most serious consequences to the Church and state, and therefore 
should be counteracted by the most prompt, vigorous, and persistent 
efforts. 

3. Resolved, That we contemplate with alarm the increasing disregard 
of the Sabbath, evefy-where made manifest in the operation of railroads, 
running of steamboats, carrying on secular pursuits, taking pleasure ex- 
cursions, marching in so-called processions, seeking worldly amusements, 
etc., and we pledge ourselves as ministers to employ our best efibrts to 
discourage and abolish these crying evils. 

4. Resolved, That we deprecate the State law which requires regiments 
to go into camps for a term including a Sabbath as unnecessary and de- 
moralizing, because multitudes visit these camps on the Lord’s-day with 
no motive other than pleasure and traffic. Indeed, we condemn and 
remonstrate against all laws as subversive not only of Church worship, 
but also of public morals, that necessitate or allow the practical abolition 
of the civil Sabbath. We mean such enactments as require or permit 
the transmission or opening of the mails, the transportation and traffic 
in certain goods, the “opening and closing of legislatures. State and 
national. We therefore will join all good citizens in seeking the repeal

or modification of such legislation as tends to subvert the Sabbatic insti- 
tution, and labor to secure the enactment of such statutes as will pro- 
mote the legal recognition and popular observance of the Sabbath. 

5. Resolved^ That we condemn as flagrant violations of the Sabbath 
law, the opening of shops, stores, tobacco and whisky stands, and even 
drug-stores except for legitimate medicinal purposes ; while it is adding 
only sin to sin and criminality to crime to open theaters, saloons, beer- 
gardens, race-courses, and shows on God’s holy day. 

6. Resolved.^ That while we rejoice in the revival of camp- meetings, 
and feel devoutly thankful for the great good done by them, we never- 
theless are profoundly convinced that, in the present emergency of Sab- 
bath desecration, they should be conducted with a most sensitive and 
jealous regard to the sanctity of the Lord’s-day. 

7. Resolved^ That we advise our Churches to hold camp-meetings 
between the Sabbaths. 

8. Resolved^ That when camp-meetings include the Sabbath, we ear- 
nestly recommend that the gates be closed throughout the Sabbath day ; 
but if the gates be opened for the admission of those in the immediate 
vicinity, we insist that the gates be closed at 8 A. M., and remain closed 
until 5 P. M., and that persons be admitted only on tickets previously 
procured. 

9. Resolved., That we recognize camp-meetings as an eflicient agent for 
the awakening and conv^ersion of sinners and the sanctification of believ- 
ers, and, with such management as we have recommended, we earnestly 
advise their continuance, and pledge our hearty support. 

10. Resolved., That we aflfectionately ask our brethren comprising camp- 
meeting associations and corporations, in their arrangements for camp- 
meetings, to respect the convictions of their ministers as set forth in 
these resolutions.

REV. JOSEPH M’D. MATHEWS, D. D. 

Rev. Joseph M’Dowell Mathews, D. D., son of John and Sallie 
Mathews, was born in Augusta County, Virginia, December 8, 1804, and 
died at his residence in Hillsboro, Ohio, August 5, 1879. 

When he was ten years old his parents moved to Kentucky, and set- 
tled on a farm. Fortunately he was favored by Dr. Lewis Marshall, 
brother of Chief-justice Marshall, with the privileges of his private 
school or academy, a school said to be very thorough in its course of in- 
struction. Here he acquired that degree of culture which justified the 
Augusta College in conferring on him the honorary degree of “A. M.” 
He received the title of “D. D.” from the Ohio University. 

He joined the Methodist Episcopal Church before he was 18 years 
of age, and began occasionally to exhort. In 1825 he was licensed to 
preach. In 1827 he began a school, or academy, for boys in Hillsboro, 
Ohio, which he continued until 1831, when he resigned his charge of 
the academy, and joined the Ohio Annual Conference. His first charge 
was Chillicothe, Ohio, where he spent two pleasant and successful years. 
In 1833 he was stationed in Cincinnati, and during the AVinter of that 
year his health failed. His colleagues in Cincinnati were James B. 
Finley, John Collins, Dr. Thomas Sargent, and Joseph M. Trimble. 
Thomas A. Morris (afterwards Bishop) was then Presiding Elder of the 
Cincinnati District. 

After his health failed he retired to a farm, where he spent nearly six 
years. Then, casting about to see in what field he could accomplish 
most good for the Master, he chose the educational work, and in 1839 
opened the Oakland Female Seminary, where he remained successfully 
prosecuting his work until 1856, when he took charge of the Hillsboro 
Female College. In 1869 he resigned the presidency of the college, and 
took charge of the Jesamine Female College, Nicholasville, Kentucky. 
.He opened his school in Kentucky with fine prospects of success, but 
the war soon threw every thing into such confusion that in 1863 he re- 
turned to Hillsboro, and opened a private boarding school. In 1872 the 
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Presidency of the Hillsboro Female College being made vacant by the 
resignation of Rev. David Copeland, A. M., Dr. Mathews again accepted 
the presidency of this institution, where he remained until September, 
1877, when, on account of failing health and feebleness, he retired to his 
home in the suburbs of Hillsboro, where, in the bosom of his family, 
who watched and cared for him with unwearied attention, he closed his 
long and useful life. 

Dr. Mathews was married three times. October 28, 1828, he was 
married to Miss Elizabeth A. Barry, a daughter of Andrew Barry. In 
March, 1852, he was called to part with this, the wife of his youth. 
In 1855 he was united in marriage with Mrs. Martha Sanders, sister of 
Judge P. B. Swing. In 1858 she died, leaving two children, a son, 
Joseph, who died in his 19th year while attending Oberlin College; and 
Sallie, who survives, and is his only living child. December 25, 1859, 
he was united in marriage with Mrs. Mary B. Harman, who survives to 
mourn his loss and cherish his sainted memory. 

Dr. Mathews has been long and favorably known as one of the leading 
educators of Ohio, and especially in the education of young ladies, for 
which he seemed to possess a peculiar fitness. He combined mildness 
and firmness in a remarkable degree. To the young women under his 
care he was both an instructor and [a father. He had a clear and well- 
stored mind, full of common sense, and rich in classic lore. He was 
gentlemanly in his manners, reserved, and yet approachable. All who 
associated with him respected and loved him. He was free from piques 
and eccentricities, and through all the years of his life, as a minister and 
teacher, he was “ blameless and without reproach.” In the later years 
of his life, on account of debility, he seldom preached, but when he did 
all ears were open to catch the feehle utterances, and even whispers, 
which fell from his lips. His clear views of Grod and truth, his rich 
stores of learning and wisdom, all adorned and beautified with a saiutly 
life, made him a power in the community where he had lived so long and 
was known so well. 

He has not lived in vain. He has prepared and sent out scores of 
young women, who have become centers of power in their new homes. 
And in some instances he has graduated two generations — the mothers 
and their daughters — so that his name will live through the years. 
“Though dead he yet speaketh.” While his own voice is hushed and 
his lips silent in the stillness of death hundreds of living tongues 
trained by him do speak and tell of God’s goodness and his power. 

Dr. Mathews has set in operation causes which will continue to work 
for God and the Church until the reapers shall gather in the final har- 
vest, when he can say: “ Here am I, Lord, and those whom thou hast 
given me.” There is a sublimity in such a life — a life spent in -prepar- 
ing the heads and hearts of sisters and mothers to act well their parts in 
life’s great drama. He died of cancer. Worn down with age and toil 
and care he was assailed by a cancerous affection in the face, which de- 
veloped gradually and steadily ; and after a lingering and protracted ill- 
ness he closed his useful and beautiful life, and passed up to join the^ 
many friends dear to his heart in that country where “the inhabitants 
shall not say I am sick.” 
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His last sickness and death were in beautiful harmony with his former 
life. In the bosom of his family, without much pain, in the full posses- 
sion of his powers, cheered with the frequent visits of his friends, he 
gradually descended into the valley. It was with difficulty he could be 
heard, on account of debility, but he again and again expressed himself 
in the fullest assurance of hope. When he saw that this was to be his 
last illness he gave all into the hands of God, laid hold of Christ as the 
Paschal lamb, his only sacrifice. God heard his prayers, and removed 
all darkness and doubt and fears; and he rested from that on like a babe 
in the arms of its mother. Calm and peaceful and ready, he only awaited 
the time of his departure. During his last sickness he frequently quoted 
our old, familiar hymns, such as — 

‘‘ Oh, would my Lord his servant meet. 

My soul would stretch her wings in haste, 

Fly fearless through death’s iron gate, 

Nor fear the terrors as she passed.” 

And that hymn of Charles Wesley’s — ' 

“In age and feebleness extreme 
Who shall a helpless worm redeem ? 

Jesus, my only hope, thou art 
Strength of my failing flesh and heart; 

Oh, could I catch one smile from thee, 

And drop into eternity.” 

This hymn he often quoted as expressing his eondition and his feelings. 

At the annual meeting of the Alumnae of the Hillsboro Female Col- 
lege, June 11, 1879, Dr. Mathews sent by President Loyd the following 
message, which thrilled all hearts : “ May you have success in all good 

work, and help to contribute to the conversion of the world. Tell them 
Jesus supports me during my sickness.” 

The expressions that fell from his lips were gems of beauty and of 
worth. We only need mention as specimens a few spoken the last three 
or four weeks of his life. During one visit he said : “ I am wonder- 
fully sustained — sky clear — thank God.” Another visit: “A thousand 

ways has providence to bring believers home.” “Christ sustains my 
soul.” “For six months there has not been a cloud to darken my sky, 
through the merits of Christ.” Still later he spoke of Chri.st stilling 
the tempest and quoted, “ Precious in the sight of the Lord is the death 
of his saints.” Among his last utterances was this, so appropriate and 
beautiful : “Almost home! Almost home!” repeating it several times. 

“ Life’s fitful fever is over,” and Dr. Mathews is now safe at home. 

“ Servant of God, well done ! 

Thy glorious warfare ’s past ; 

The battle ’s fought, the race is won, 

And thou art crowned at last.” 



REV. ALEXANDER MEHARRY, D. D. 

Lev. Alexander Meharry, D. D., w^as born in Adams County, 0., 
October 17, 1813, and died at the residence of Mr. H. Unger, in Ger- 
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raantown, November 18, 1878, in the sixty-fifth year of his age, and the 
thirty-seventh of his ministry. 

Dr. Meharry was the youngest child of Alexander and Jane Meharry, 
to whom were born eight children — seven sons and one daughter. His 
parents emigrated to this country from Ireland in 1794, and settled in 
Pennsylvania; and in 1798 they removed to this State, where his father 
purchased a farm including 350 acres of land,Mocated on Eagle Creek in 
Adams County. ■> 

His father, who prior to his removal from Ireland was a member of the 
Methodist Church, and an earnest Christian man, was killed by the fall 
of a tree in the Summer 6f 1813, while returning to his houie from a 
camp-meeting held near New Market. 

His mother, who was an excellent Christian woman, full of zeal and 
devotion to the cause of Christ, and to whom he was indebted for his 
early religious training, died in great peace in 1844. Brother Meharry 
received his first religious impressions in early childhood, which impres- 
sions were encouraged and strengthened by the wise counsel and fervent 
prayers of his Christian mother until they resulted in his conversion, 
which occurred in his thirteenth year at a camp-meeting held at Ash 
Ridge, and where he also united with the Church. 

His convictions of a call to the work of the ministry followed soon 
after his conversion, and were deep and pungent, and grew steadily upon 
him, though he strove to free himself from them. In 1833, in his twen- 
tieth year, he went to Ripley, and became a clerk in the business house 
of Mr. Archibald Liggett, and subsequently a partner with him in busi- 
ness. 

During these years his convictions of a call to the work of the minis- 
try constantly followed him. In the house of God, in the hurry and 
rush of business, and in the silent watches of the night these words 
were ever ringing in his ears : “ Woe is me if I preach not the Gospel." 

His convictions having become too strong for further resistance, with- 
out imperiling his relations to God, he yielded to them, closed his busi- 
ness, and on the 24th day of July, 1841, received license to preach at a 
quarterly-meeting held in Decatur, Ohio, Rev. Michael Marlay, Presiding 
Elder. In the Fall of the same year he was admitted on trial in the 
Ohio Conference, and on the 14th day of September he started from 
Ripley to his first circuit, stopped a few hours at the house of his wid- 
owed mother, received her blessing, and then, with tears in his eyes, 
turned away from the home of his childhood to engage in the work of 
an itinerant minister. 

His first appointment was Blendon Circuit, with Rev. James Donahoe 
as senior colleague. Afterward he filled in succession the following ap- 
pointments: Bainbridge Circuit, 1842; Jacksonville, 1843; Deer Creek, 
1844 ; Frankfort, two years, 1845-46; and Augusta Circuit, Ky., 1847. 

He was admitted itito full connection, and ordained deacon by Bishop 
Soule in Chillicothe in 1843, and in 1845 was ordained elder by Bishop 
Hamline in Cincinnati. 

In 1844, August 13th, he was united in marriage with Mrs. Anna B- 
Boswell, daughter of Robert Worthington, Esq. This union was termi- 
nated by the death of his wife June 22d, 1847. 
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In 1848-49 he had charge of New Street and East Cincinnati Mission. 
His next appointment was as Agent for the Ohio Wesleyan University. 
In this work he spent six years, part of which time he was also Agent 
for the Springfield High School. 

Having lived a widower nine years, on May 1, 1856, he married Miss 
Eliza A., daughter of Mr. E. Ogden, Esq., of Springfield, 0. 

His next appointments were, Franklin, 1857-58 ; Middletown, 1859-60 ; 
Finley Chapel, Cincinnati, 1861-62 ; Wilmington, 1863-65. In 1866 he 
was appointed as Agent of the Cincinnati Wesleyan College, giving two 
years to the agency. In 1868-70, Eaton. In 1871 he was appointed 
Presiding Elder on Ripley District, and in 1872-73 he served as Presid- 
iog Elder on the Springfield District. By the close of his second year 
on this district his health had so far failed that the Conference in 1874 
gave him a superannuated relation, which he held until the session in 
1878, when, at his request, he was made effective, and appointed Finan- 
cial Agent of Ohio Wesleyan University. 

As a preacher brother Meharry was always plain and practical, bold 
and uncompromising, never weaving garlands of flowers to please the 
people, nor aiming to tickle the ear and charm the fancy at the sacrifice 
of souls; never uttering soothing lullabys amid Sinai’s thunderings, nor 
smoothing the paths of transgressors with apologies, nor paving their 
way to hell with flowers; but ever preaching as a dying man to dying 
men, declaring “the whole counsel of God;” advancing no adventurous 
positions, but “ holding fast the form of sound words ;” commending 
himself to the consciences of his hearers in the sight of God ; he was an 
able minister of the New Testament, and God wonderfully blessed his 
ministry. And now, while the companions of his former labors raise 
upon earth the battle shout, he is away with “ the Captain of our salva- 
tion,” wearing the conqueror’s crown, and enjoying the victor’s reward. 
His is not a starless crown. 

Dr. Meharry was a truly consecrated man. In the early years of his 
ministry he came to the point where he could truthfully say : “ Here I 
give my all to thee.” More than a tenth of all he made he gave to the 
cause of Christ and suffering humanity. He said to the writer : “ When 
I began to give a tenth then the Lord gave me prosperity.” Some years 
he gave all he made; 

Brother Meharry was a man of great energy — an indefatigable worker. 
When the Oflicial Board of Eaton Church contemplated the erection of 
their present church edifice they asked the Bishop for the appointment 
of Dr. Meharry as their pastor. Their request was granted, and during 
bis pastorate of three years he succeeded in erecting a beautiful church 
and parsonage, at a cost of $40,000. 

November 15th he left his pleasant home in Eaton to spend the Sab- 
bath in Germantown. As he parted with his wife — a noble, Christian 
woman, who for 23 years had encouraged and assisted him in his work — 
knowing his feebleness, she said : “ Do n’t try to preach.” He replied ; 
‘‘It won’t hurt me to preach twenty minutes.” At Carlisle Station he 
Was met by Rev. W. Thirkield, who conveyed him in his carriage to the 
borne of Mrs. Maggie C. Kempt, the father of whom he had received 
luto the Church some years ago. He spent a very pleasant evening with 
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the family, closing with an earnest prayer before retiring. He was not 
feeling well, and his rest was disturbed somewhat during the night. 

Sabbath morning, after breakfast, he felt refreshed, and expressed a 
desire to occupy the pulpit, and talk to the people for twenty minutes. 
After the opening services, conducted by the pastor, Dr. Meharry arose, 
and announced for his text these words (Keel, ix, 10) : “ Whatsoever 
thy hands findeth to do, do it with thy might, for there is no work nor 
device nor knowledge nor wisdom in the grave whither thou goest.” The 
first words that fell from his lips were solemn and impressive, and in the 
light of the next twenty-four hours proved only too deeply prophetic: 
I speak as a dying man to dying men.” The entire discourse was an 
earnest, forcible, and solemn appeal to the Church, enforced by pertinent 
passages from the Word, and by stirring illustrations and incidents from 
his own extended experience in the ministry ; also pleading with sinners 
in his usual earnest and impressive way. Absorbed in his great theme, 
forgetful of self in his desire to do good, led on by the close attention 
and sympathy of his audience, he gave no thought to the weakness of his 
body, but preached in an earnest and impassionate manner for forty min- 
utes, closing his sermon with the words, “ I have preached as a dying 
man to dying men,” and then sank upon the sofa exhausted, clasping 
with both hands his head, as if in great pain. 

Monday morning, though feeble, he was in good spirits, and no un- 
fiivorable symptoms manifested themselves, until at breakfast he was sud- 
denly taken ill, but soon recovered sufficiently to take some food. He 
then insisted on returning home, and had taken his seat in the carriage, 
when his pain increased, and he was compelled to return to the house. 
A physician was called, but he pronounced his case hopeless. 

A telegram was sent to his wife, who immediately hastened, hoping to 
render assistance, or at least receive his dying benediction ; but ere she 
reached his side the angel of death had placed his signet on his brow, 
sealing his lips in silence, his heart had ceased to beat, and the pure 
spirit of Alexander Meharry had soared up to Giod. 

“His labor with his life laid down, 

And ceased at once to work and live.” 



The consistency of his profession, the dignity of his deportment, the 
depth of his piety, his firmness of purpose, integrity of heart, fidelity to 
duty, burning zeal for the cause of God, untiring and indefiitigable 
labors as a minister of Jesus Christ, and tender and loving faithfulness 
as a pastor endeared him to all committed to his care; and thousands will 
bless God in the day of eternity for the benefits received through his in- 
strumentality. 

His remains were conveyed to his late home in Eaton, where appro- 
priate funeral services were held, conducted by the writer, assisted by 
brethren of the Conference, and attended by a large circle of relatives, 
and also by the citizens of Eaton and vicinity, filling the capacious and 
elegant church, which was erected during his pastorate of three years, 
which closed in 1870, and which stands to-day as a monument of his un- 
tiring toil. T. S. COWDEN.

REV. JOSEPH ADAMS REEDER. 

Rev. Joseph Adams Reeder was born in Lebanon, 0., September 
17, 1797. His father’s name was David. When seventeen he was inden- 
tured an apprentice to Thomas Sullivan, of Cincinnati, who covenanted 
and engaged “ to use his utmost endeavors to teach, or cause to be taught, 
the said apprentice in the art and trade of a taylor, which he now uses, 
with all things thereunto belonging ; and will also find and allow unto 
said apprentice meat, drink, washing, lodging, and apparel, both linen 
and woolen, and all other necessaries fit and convenient for such appren- 
tice,” and he “ doth further agree to teach, or cause the said apprentice 
to be taught, to read, write, and cypher as far as the rule of three, and 
that at the expiration of the said term he will give said apprentice a free- 
dom suit of clothes.” He was married April 2, 1818, to Miss Olive 
Langdon, and settled in Montgomery. There was much sickness and 
many deaths, and as the Presbyterian pastor lived several miles distant, 
and Mr. Reeder was the only man that professed religion in the village, 
he was frequently called upon to pray with the sick and at the burials. 
He instituted a Methodist prayer-meeting, which was frequently annoyed 
by wicked men till a justice of the peace volunteered to keep order. 
They soon secured week-night preaching as an appointment on the cir- 
cuit, and afterward an hour on the Sabbath. He w’as licensed to exhort, 
and made frequent appointments within the bounds of Miami Circuit, 
and made it part of his business to induce the people to pay the circuit 
preachers promptly. At Chester, February 28, 1829, he was licensed to 
preach. At the session of the Ohio Conference, in 1829, he was received 
on trial and appointed to Greenville Circuit, which included Preble and 
Darke Counties, the western halves of Montgomery and Miami, and the 
northern half of Butler. He had twenty-nine appointments to be filled 
in twenty-eight days, and three hundred and sixty miles to travel. He 
received ^113 salary, ^and had an increase of one hundred and thirteen 
members. In 1830 he was sent to Brush Creek Circuit, with twenty- 
eight appointments, which were soon increased to thirty-two. He had a 
parsonage furnished him at West Union, and received §182. 1831 found 
him serving Hillsboro Circuit, with thirty-four appointments, soon in- 
creased to thirty-eight. In 1832 he was appointed to Deer Creek Circuit, 
and at the close of the year his life time rheumatism. compelled him to 
ask a supernumerary relation. His friends on Miami Circuit loaned him 
money that he might enter upon a business among them. He preached 
often, and was the unfailing friend of the circuit preachers. In 1835 he 
reported himself effective, and was appointed to Wilmington Circuit; in 
1836 to Eaton Circuit, a part of his first circuit. Here he found two 
class-leaders keeping taverns and selling liquor freely, and a steward 
owning and operating a distillery. He met the evil and conquered it. 
In 1838 he was sent to Circleville Circuit, and found the society rent on 
the slavery question. He made peace, and prosperity followed. In 
1839 he traveled Piketon Circuit; in 1840, Washington Circuit; but 
Greenfield.was made a station, and he preached there, the presiding elder 
appointing another man to the circuit. In 1841 he served Franklinton 
Circuit, though much afflicted bodily. At the close of the year he took

a supernumerary relation a second time, and moved to a little farm in 
the bounds of bis favorite Miami Circuit. In 1842 he preached reg- 
ularly at Madisonville in connection with the circuit preachers, so that 
that people had preaching every two weeks. In 1843 he was made 
eifective, and appointed to Miami Circuit. 1844 found him with Jacob 
Young as colleague, on North Bend Circuit. Here his life-long disease 
became so inveterate that he was sometimes carried from his horse to the 
pulpit, where he sat and preached. At the end of the year he was 
superannuated, and in 1847, at his own request, was located. By the 
Cincinnati Conference, in 1871, he was readmitted, but remained super- 
annuated till his death, which occurred November 24, 1878, at West- 
wood, in Hamilton County. He kep. a very strict account of his receipts 
and expenditures during his “ effective ” life, and found that he spent 
§262 more than he received. He was a good man, his piety being of 
that cheerful type which diffused encouragement. His sermons were 
always edifying, his exhortations were tender and yet impressive; his 
prayers were the outbreathing of a soul that had much to do with God. 
The soul of honor in his business, the world respected him ; always at 
his post, always consistent, the Church loved him. The last day of his 
life he left the family room at about 3^ P. M. to lie down in his own 
room. After a short time his daughter-in-law went in to sec if he was 
comfortable, and found that he had passed through a severe hemorrhage. 
At 10 o’clock he was unconscious, and in a short time breathed out his 
life at the end of eighty-one years of natural life. For more than sixty 
years he was a happy Christian. S. Weeks. 



REV. JOHN CAMPBELL DEEM. 

Rev. John Campbell Deem was born in Campbell County, Ken- 
tucky, August 23, 1802, and died in Eaton, Ohio, January 21, 1879, in 
the seventy-seventh year of his age. 

In the Fall of 1806 his parents, who were devout members of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, emigrated to Ohio, and settled in Butler 
County, where they purchased a few acres of land and built a log-cabin, 
wdiich was immediately opened as a house for preaching and for prayer, 
as a resting-place for the weary itinerant, a^home where God’s embassa- 
dors were always welcome. 

Surrounded by religious influences, blest with the example, counsel, 
and prayers of Christian parents, the subject of this sketch received in 
early childhood his flrst religious impressions, which impressions were 
deepened by tho.se men of God wdio made his father’s house a stopping- 
place, and where they preached the Word of Life. 

His conversion, clear and powerful, occurred in his nineteenth year, at 
a camp-meeting held on what was then known as White Water Circuit, 
conducted by Revs. Samuel Baker and William H. Raper. His con- 
victions of a call to the work of the ministry followed soon after his 
conversion. 

In 1824, February 12th, he was united in marriage with Miss Anna, 
daughter of Rev. Moses Crume, of the Ohio Conference. 

September 29, 1826, he received license as a local preacher from the 
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district conference, which held its session in Cincinnati. In 1830 he was 
ordained deacon by Bishop M’Kendree, and in 1835 was ordained elder 
by Bishop Andrew. 

During these years, serving the Church with fidelity as a local preacher, 
he became financially embarrassed, lost his farm, and was greatly be- 
reaved by the death of his wife. 

His second marriage, which was with Miss Sarah D. Ailes, occurred 
in 1849.^ 

In 1854 he was received on trial by the Cincinnati Conference, and 
appointed to New Paris Circuit. Afterwards he filled in succession the 
following appointments ; Merrittstown mi.ssion two years, 1855-56 ; New 
Carlisle, 1857-58; New Burlington, one year, 1859; and Lewisburg, two 
years, 1860-61. Here he was again bereaved by the death of his wife. 
His next appointment was Camden Circuit, two years, 1862-63. During 
his second year on this circuit he had a revival at Camden, resulting in 
one hundred and six accessions to the Church, most of whom were 
converted. 

August 20, 1863, he was united in marriage with Miss Mary Littell. 

In 1864-65 he had charge of Concord Circuit ; 1866-67, North Lewis- 
burg; 1868-69, Fletcher; 1870-71, Catawba; and in 1872-73, Addison 
Circuit. In 1874 he received a superannuated relation, having traveled 
twenty years. 

At the close of the session he went to the home of his son. Rev. R. K. 
Deem, of the Cincinnati Conference, where he had a severe spell of sick- 
ness, and where he remained until October 8th, when he moved to Eaton, 
there to close his long and useful life, surrounded by a large circle of his 
relatives and friends. 

As a preacher. Brother Deem was practical rather than ornate, his 
command of vigorous and expressive language was ready, and while there 
was apparent no effort at rhetorical effect, his utterances were always 
chaste and often eloquent. Earnest almost to vehemence, he usually 
secured and retained the attention of his congregation, and seldom lacked 
for hearers. 

His preaching was eminently Scriptural, his great familiarity with the 
Word of God, enabling him to quote most aptly from the best of all 
writers — the inspired. His conceptions of truth were clear and defi- 
nite, and his convictions of the great truths of God’s Word were so pro- 
found that there was no uncertain sound in the Gospel message as he 
proclaimed it. He was, like many of the preachers of his day, often 
doctrinal, urging with great zeal the peculiar doctrines of his Churph, 
especially the divinity of Christ, the universality of the atonement, free 
grace, justification by faith, spiritual regeneration, and full salvation. 

In exhortation he was always effective, and when enjoying, as was 
usual, the full baptism of the Holy Ghost, was often wonderfully elo- 
quent. Many of his appeals to the unconverted seemed almost irresist- 
ible. Indeed, in the days of his power, it was not infrequent for persons 
of this class to cry aloud for mercy while he spoke. The late Rev. Wm. 
Simmons, who once heard him in one of the happiest of his efforts of this 
kind, declared that while he was speaking he felt that he was as fully 
inspired as were the apostles on the day of Pentecost. 
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For two years after he settled in Eaton he was able to attend Church. 
He occupied an arm-chair on the platform to the right of the pulpit, and 
Dr. Meharry one on the left, and, like Aaron and Hur, they stayed up 
the hands of the pastor, and greatly aided him in his work. 

The last year of his life, though utterly helpless, he was uniformly 
cheerful. I never saw a cloud on his brow or heard a word of complaint 
from his lips. He was happy from morning till night, and from night 
till morning. Christ was in his thoughts by day, and in his dreams and 
visions by night. He was “ a good man and full of the Holy Ghost.” 
His testimony, given to the very last, was clear and full. An abiding 
peace, a constant joy. His sun went down without a cloud.

REV. ELIJAH H. FIELD. 



Rev. Elijah H. Field was born in Sharon, Vt., October 3, 1796; 
came to Ohio in 1820 ; was converted and united with the Methodist 
Episcopal Church in 1821, and in the same year was licensed to exhort; 
was subsequently licensed to preach, and was admitted into the Ohio 
Conference in 1824; and was married to Miss Ann Taylor June 8, 1828, 
by Rev. William Simmons. From the time of his admission to the Ohio 
Conference until 1866, he was an active, laborious, and successful travel- 
ing preacher. During that period of forty-two years he served the fol- 
lowing charges : Deerfield, Sandusky, Black River, Milford, Greenville, 
Oxford, Adelphi, Gallipolis, Burlington, Chester, Kanawha District, 
Deer Creek, Milton, Tremont, Fletcher, East Liberty, North Lewisburg, 
Worthington, Dunbarton, Rockville, Aberdeen, Winchester, Tremont, 
Vienna, Jamestown, Union, Lynchburg, New Market, and New Lex- 
ington. 

These fields of labor, though extensive, were well and thoroughly cul- 
tivated, and many of them were made to yield abundant fruits to God’s 
glory. The most laborious, and in some respects the most important, of 
any of them was the Kanawha District, which at that time extended over 
ten of the mountainous counties of West Virginia. The district was so 
mountainous that it could be traveled only on horseback or on foot, and 
was so extensive that the presiding elder was obliged to be absent from 
home sometimes for six weeks together. Once, while on a long trip, a 
deep snow fell, followed by intense cold. The roads up and down the 
mountain steeps were difficult and dangerous, and Mrs. Field knew that 
the drifting snow would render them still more so ; and, although in 
piuiyer and faith she had committed her husband to the care of her cov- 
enant-keeping God, it was impossible for her to drive away the fear that, 
in all probability, he had perished, or would perish, in the wilderness. 
He had named the day when he expected to be at home — and he was 
remarkably prompt in keeping his engagements — but when that day 
passed, and another, and still another, and yet he did not arrive, that 
fear became painfully intense, and was shared by her neighbors. A 
kind-hearted brother harnessed up his team, and, providing every com- 
fort that was practicable under the circumstances, volunteered to go with 
Mrs. Field in search of her husband, determined, if possible, to find him, 
either dead or alive. But just as they were ready to start, the presiding | 
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elder arrived safe and sound, though greatly fatigued. On his way home 
he came to the Kanawha River, which, at that time and place, could be 
crossed only on the ice. Recent rains had swollen the river, and there 
was a space of open water of several feet between the shore and the ice 
on each side. What could he do? • His wife and children were on the 
other side of the river, and would expect him at the time appointed. 
But to attempt to cross looked dangerous. Common, worldly prudence 
would say, “ Remain on this side.” But all that little world of love 
which he called “ home ” was on the other side, and that attraction urired 
him forward. He procured planks and laid them across the open water 
between the shore and the ice, and, leading his horse over this temporary 
bridge, he reached the ice in safety ; but in attempting to cross the open 
space in the same way on the other side, his horse fell into the stream, 
and was saved only by the greatest exertion. In another field of labor, 
while absent from home, on j of his children died ; and the distance was 
so great and the way so diflhcult that word could not reach the fiither, 
and did not reach him, until seven days after his child had been laid in 
the grave. Other illustrations of the hardships and perils of the itin- 
erancy in that day might be given, if necessary. These are only speci- 
mens of what were common in the heroic age of Methodism. 

His last pastoral charge was New Lexington Circuit, Hillsboro Dis- 
trict, in 1866. In the Spring of that year he became convinced that he 
was physically unable to do the full work of a traveling preacher. 
Hence he felt it his duty to ask for a superannuated relation, which he 
did at the next Conference. His letter to the Conference, asking for a 
change in his relation, was a model of good sense, Christian submission, 
and literary excellence, and attracted unusual attention. The Confer- 
ence, of course, granted his request, and his relation as a superannuate 
was continued from year to year for twelve years. During that time he 
resided in St. Paris, and, though able to preach but seldom, the silent 
influence of his example was felt and recognized by all classes. 

About three months before his death, somewhat unaccountably, the 
weary wheels of life began to revolve slowly. No clearly marked dis- 
ease was discoverable, but only a general prostration of strength and 
vitality. In a few weeks he rallied a little, and for a time was able to 
walk about the house, though he did not regain his former strength. 
About ten days prior to his death he was again prostrated, and continued 
to grow weaker until October 1, 1878, when he sweetly fell asleep in 
Jesus. 



Brother Field was a man of marked intelligence. In science and lit- 
erature he was exact and critical. On all subjects which interest intel- 
ligent men he was a close and original thinker. In theology and philos- 
ophy he called no man master ; but whatever the Bible taught — the 
^ible interpreted by that reason with which the Creator had endowed 
him — that he received implicitly as the truth of God. To that author- 
he bowed, and on that Rock he built his hopes of everlasting life. 
His Christian character and life w'ere distinguished by firmness. He 
not emotional, but there was an unyielding tenacity in his faith and 
ID his faithful observance of Christian duties. He had some peculiarities 
of mind and habits. Though always “sober-minded,” he was never sad 
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or gloomy. Cheerfulness — a sort of humorous, playful cheerfulness— 
was habitual to him, and was one of his marked characteristics. And 
that element in his character was a constant well-spring of joy, diffusing 
light and gladness wherever he went. He was kind and generous. No 
man was more ready to bestow favors upon others to the full extent of 
his abilities and opportunities than he. In his relations as husband, 
father, neighbor, and friend, he was just what one would expect in a 
conscientious and manly Christian. In the Church and in all Church 
duties his example was worthy the imitation of all. .At the public serv- ; 
ices and at the class-meeting his seat was never vacant when he was able | 
to be present. i 

During all his sickness, as well as during the fifty-seven years of his j 
Christian life, his faith in Christ was unwavering. In his last sickness j 
he talked but little, because of the great difficulty of articulation ; but | 
whatever he did say in relation to his religious state showed that his i 
faith was unyielding and his hopes bright and buoyant. When very | 
near the brink of the river of death he was asked, “Is Jesus still j 
precious ?” to which he promptly responded, “ Yes.” This was the last ! 
distinct utterance that was heard from his lips on earth.

In all the pastoral charges in Ohio, 
favored with the labors of her noble husband, the kindest expressions of 
highest regard and tanderest love are still expressed with regard to his 
worthy consort and co-laborer in the Master’s vineyard. Nobly, beyond; 
eulogy, she filled the measure of her responsibilities. Modest, neat, in- 
dustrious, domestic, thoughtful, intelligent, sympathetic, genial, hopeM, 
and true as the dial to the sun, she wore the white flower of a spotless - 
life, and in her the young itinerant found a suitable companion, whom be 
justly admired and ardently loved. She was specially endeared to the, 
various families with which she became united by marriage. Her com* j 
ing among us was an evangel of love, and her departure has made earthy 
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poorer and heaven dearer. The long season of affliction through which 
she passed previous to her release was, indeed, her shining time. Her 
passive graces were made perfect through sufferings. When the hour of 
death drew nigh with failing accents she said to her mother : “ It is all 
right. Home, home, almost home,” and without a struggle or a sigh she 
slept in death and waked in heaven. Now, lovely, loving, and beloved, 
she has regained the coveted companionship of those who were not lost, 
but only gone before. G. M. 



MRS. ANNA W. SIMMONS. 

AnnaWhiticar Gant was born in the State of New Jersey, Decem- 
ber 23, 1808, and died at Xenia, Ohio, July 31, 1879. At the early age 
of sixteen she was married to Mr. John Bodine, a merchant of Philadel- 
phia. After a few years of happy married life she was bereaved of her 
husband. While spending the years of her widowhood in Cincinnati, 
Ohio, she met and married Bev. Wm. Simmons, with whom she shared 
the joys and trials of a Methodist itinerant’s life until his death, which 
occurred August 6, 1874. Since that time she has lived at Xenia, Ohio, 
and held her membership with Trinity Methodist Episcopal Church, of 
that city. Sister Simmons was a woman of superior culture and earnest 
devotion. As a Christian she was never demonstrative, but full of quiet 
fervor and child-like simplicity. For many years she was a constant and 
devout student of the Holy Scriptures. During the last year of her life 
especially her Bible was her constant companion.

In her infancy and youth she had the careful training of pious parents; 
and, as a result, when very young she was scrupulously conscientious. 
In the Winter of 1848, at a meeting h6ld in Maysville by Bevs. Moses 
Smith and A. Meharry, and L. F. Van Cleve, she was happily converted, 
and at once became a member of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 

From the time of her union with the Church till her decease she lived 
an active, devoted life, being always found at her place in Sabbath-school, 
class-meetings, and public services; always delighting in all the means of 
?race. She was married to her now bereaved husband on May 14, 1862. 
Irom that time till her death she nobly sustained the relation to the 
Church which she then assumed. Truly it could be said of her, “ The 
heart of her husband doth safely trust her, and her children rise up and 










call her blessed.” She was ever careful of the peace and prosperity of 
the Church. In all the fields in which she shared the toils of itinerant 
life with her husband she maintained the most cordial and harmonious 
relations with the members of the Church, constantly laboring for the 
unity and spiritual prosperity of Zion.

MRS. HATTIE L. KECK. 



Mrs. Hattie L. Keck was the daughter of Colonel J. S. Donham, 
and the wife of Rev. H. M. Keck, of the Cincinnati Conference. She 
was born in Clermont County, near New Richmond, August 10, 1835, 
and died at Yellow Springs, November 13, 1878. She was married thir- 
teen years, and has during that time faithfully performed the duties of 
an itinerant’s wife. 

She united with the Methodist Episcopal Church at Franklin, twenty- 
eight years ago, under the ministry of the Rev. Enoch G, West, and 
from that time on until her death her confidence in God has never been 
shaken. Her piety was not demonstrative, but its presence and influence 
were felt in every circle in which she mingled and throughout every field 
of labor in which she has toiled. She was of a gentle, loving disposition, 
ever ready to look upon the bright side of every one’s character. She 
was every-where beloved, and died without an enemy. She was a loving 
companion, an affectionate mother, and a laborious Christian worker. 
Her piety manifested its presence in toils and self-sacrificing labors in the 
Church of Christ. 

Her last illness embraced a period of about two weeks, during almost 
all which time she suffered excruciating pain, with general prostration. 
She was impressed with the belief that she would not recover, and also 
that she would die suddenly. Her sick chamber was constantly thronged 
with sympathizing friends, representing the members of her own and 
other Churches, and those not connected with any. Her patience and 
her Christian counsels during this period have impressed themselves upon 
the entire community. Her death was sudden, and unlooked for by her 
friends. She sat up in bed and ate a moderate supper. Shortly after- 
ward she complained of unusual sensations, which proved to be the pre- 
cursors of apoplexy. Seized with a sudden pain she fell backwards, with a 
sharp cry of anguish in the presence of husband and child. Her eyes were 
fixed and her features calm in death. Neighbors were summoned, her

physician was quickly at her bedside, but she had ceased to breathe.

If we never meet again on earth, I trust that we shall all 
meet in that blessed land where pain is unheard of, and where we will 
never feel the need of a mother, sister, or brother. 

Her remains were deposited in the little grave-yard near by the old 
church where she had professed faith in Christ, and had been received 
into the army of the Lord. Here sleep her father and other members of 
the family. Often has she been heard to sing softly by herself the hymn 
commencing,

The last verse of this hymn was her special favorite ; 

“ Oh how sweet it will be in that beautiful land, 

So free from all sorrow and pain ; 

With songs on our lips and with harps in our hands 
To meet one another again.” 

Now her spirit has found that beautiful home in the city of God. 

Next morning Lida said to her father, “Papa, let us go to the parson- 
age and see mamma. May be mamma is asleep, and she will wake up. 
Won’t that be nice.” On being told that her mother was dead, she said, 
“Oh yes, I know how it is; Jesus will come down some day and wake 
mamma up.” 

The touching prayer of little Lida, the night following her mother’s 
departure was in these words of faith, “ 0 Jesus, grant that some day I 
may meet mamma on that bright and shining shore.” 



MRS. MARYANN KEYES. 

Mrs. Mary Ann Keyes, daughter of Samuel L. and Hosannah Fen- 
ton, and wife of Rev. Edgar D. Keyes, of the Cincinnati Conference, was 
born in Brown County, Ohio, December 13, 1853. She united with the 
Methodist Episcopal Church quite early in life, was married September 
19, 1877, and died in the parsonage at New Market, Highland County, 
Ohio, August 20, 1879, aged twenty-five years, eight months, and seven 
days. Her married life was brief, but it was one of happiness and per- 
fect contentment. 

She endeared herself to all with whom she became acquainted, and 
gave promise of being a great help to her husband in his future itin- 
erant labors. 

Her life closed beautifully and peacefully as that of a Christian always 
does. As her physical nature weakened, her mental and spiritual were 
quickened and strengthened. The day previous to her death she kissed 
ber precious babe, and commended it to the care of the God and Father 
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of our Lord Jesus Christ. A few hours before passing away she bid her 
husband good-bye, telling him to be true to God and the Church, and 
that erelong they would meet where parting is unknown.

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AgreeA-BLE to the appointments of the Committee on Public Worship, the 
Conference session was preceded by an admirable address, full of the missionary 
spirit, delivered by Rev. A. Lowrey, D. D., Tuesday evening to a crowded house 
on “ Greece as I saw it.” 

Thurs- 
day afternoon Rev. A. Lowrey, D. D., preached in the First Church, and Friday 
afternoon Rev. C. W. Ketcham, D. D., delivered the Conference Missionary Ser- 
mon in Grace Church. 

The Anniveiisary of the Preachers’ Relief Society was held Thursday 
evening. Dr. J. M. Walden presiding. Dr. Wm. Young presented his report, 
after which Drs. C. H. Payne and H. B. Ridgaway addressed the meeting and a 
collection was taken amounting to $S6. 

The Anniversary of the Conference Educational Society was held 
Friday evening. Dr. L. D. M’Cabe, President, in the chair. Stirring addresses 
were delivered by Drs. D. H. Moore, John Miley, C. H. Payne, and the President. 

The Anniversary of the Woman’s Foreign Minion ary Society was 
held Saturday evening, Mrs. Lowrey and Mrs. Ferguson presiding. Excellent 
addresses were delivered by these ladies and by Drs. Miley and Payne. 

Conference love-feast was held Sabbath morning at 9 o’clock. Rev. Wm. Herr 
presiding. Rev. J. J. Hill offered the opening prayer. The testimony of these 
brethren, and of Revs. G. Moodv, R. Brandriff, Jos. W. Smith, W. Young, M. P. 
Gaddis, J. M. Trimble, L. D. M’Cabe, A. Lowrey, D. Warnock, T. H. Pearne ; of 
Brother Tobias Drees, and of Sisters Moody and Lowrey gave To the service 
great spiritual power and made it of memorable historic interest.

Rev. Joseph J. Hill’s Semi-centennial Address was, by request of Con- 
ference, delivered Monday afternoon in Grace Church. This veteran itinerant, 
now in his 74th year, is a native of Maryland. When nineteen years of age 
he was converted to God, and joined the Methodist Episcopal Church in 
Chillicothe, Ohio, under the ministry of Revs. J. P. Durbin and J. B\ Wright. , 
In 1828 he was received into the Ohio Conference. His half-century of ministe- 
rial service is made up of twenty-eight yeaz-s on circuits, eighteen years in sta- 
tions, two years in agencies, one year as an army chaplain, and one year on a dis- 
trict. During one year as presiding elder he had preached 166 times, visited 561 
fanailies, catechised 683 children, distributed 12,000 pages of tracts, rode 3,643 
miles on horseback, witnessed the accession of 636 persons to the Church on pro- 
bation, and had received for his salary and traveling expenses $243.50. Extra to 
the regular pulpit work of half a century, he had held 145 protracted meetings, 
23 watch-night services, had labored in 63 camp-meetings, had made 25,300 pas- 
toral visits, and had received 3,608 into the Church on probation, 18 of whom 
had become ministers. 

No wonder that during the period of such a ministry he had chronicled the 
deaths of 405 ministers of his personal acquaintance. The greater wonder is 
that he himself should have survived and should appear as fresh and ready to 
take work to-day as any member of the Conference. 

The incidents and reminiscences given by Brother Hill in his address were of 
thrilling interest, and were highly appreciated by his audience, as was mani- 
fest by their spontaneous applau.se and hearty ejaculations.

OF THE 

Ii^Y ELECfO^^Ij C0NFEEE]^CE. 



The Cincinnati Lay Electoral Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church assembled in the First Church, Urbana, Ohio, Friday 
morning, September 5, 1879, and was called to order, at ten o’clock, by 
Colonel W. R. Warnock. Colonel W. P. Wiltsee was elected temporary 
Chairman. 

The Conference joined in singing, “ Blest be the tie that binds,” and 
Judge H. Elliott led in prayer. “ Come, thou Fount of every blessing,” 
was sung, following which F. M. M’Adams, B. Starr, and William Pease 
were made Secretaries pro tern. 

The charges were called by districts, and one hundred and one dele- 
gates * were found to be present. 

Committees were appointed, consisting of one member from each dis- 
trict, as follows : 

Permanent Organization. — East Cincinnati, James H. Laws; 
West Cincinnati, H. S. Bidler ; Dayton, H. Elliott; Springfield, E. W. 
Mulliken ; Ripley, L. J. Fenton ; Hillsboro, A. H. Haines. 

Order of Business. — East Cincinnati, Aaron A. Colter ; West Cin- 
cinnati, H. B. Patterson ; Dayton, C. W. Bennett ; Springfield, Levi 
Geiger ; Ripley, James M’Mann ; Hillsboro, W. M. Meek. 

Credentials. — B. Starr, Chairman; East Cincinnati, Dr. W. W. 
Highlands; West Cincinnati, G. G. Palmer; Dayton, T. C. Bond; 
Springfield, D. W. Rawlings ; Ripley, William Pease ; Hillsboro, Robert 
Story. 

Awaiting the reports of the several committees, a recess was taken to 
11.15 o’clock. 

Following the recess the Conference joined in singing, “All hail the 
power of Jesus’ name,” and Dr. Eversole led in prayer. 

After singing “ Rock of Ages,” brother Perkins led in prayer. 

“Jesus, lover of my soul,” was sung. 

The Committee on Credentials reported through their Secretary, Dr. 
Highlands, recommending “ that all persons present with proper creden- 
tials be recognized as delegates to this Conference, and that those who 
have no certificates of election be recommended to the action of the 
Conference.” 

, On motion the Conference ordered that we recognize all whose names 
are on the roll, and who answered to the call as members. 

Eighty-two were found to be present with certificates, and fifteen with- 
out certificates.

The Committee on Permanent Organization reported, and the perma- 
nent officers were elected, as follows : 

President. — Judge Henderson Elliott. 

Vice-Presidents. — James H. Laws, G. B. Johnson, E. B. Thirkield, 
R. D. Williams, Ed. Easton, J. W. Menaugh. 

Secretary. — Prof. B. Starr. 

Assistant Secretary. — William Pease. 

Judge H. Elliott was escorted to the chair by J. H. Laws and Judge 
W. M. Meek, and addressed the Conference. 

The Committee on Order of Business reported as follows : 

1. Report of Committee on Credentials. 

2. Report of Committee on Permanent Organization. 

3. Election of delegates to General Conference, under the following 
regulations : All voting shall be by ballot, each member present casting 
one vote ; tellers appointed by the Chair to collect and count the votes, 
and a majority of the votes cast being necessary to an election. After 
the third ballot, the candidate having the lowest number shall be 
dropped. 

4. After the election of two delegates, two reserve delegates shall be 
chosen in the same manner. 

Rev. Dr. J. M. Walden and Rev. Dr. J. W. Weakley were introduced 
to the Conference, bearing the greetings of the Cincinnati Conference and 
an invitation to the Lay Conference to meet the Cincinnati Conference at 
any time during the afternoon. The invitation was accepted, and 2| 
o’clock, P. M., mentioned as the hour. 

On motion the Conference adjourned, to meet at 1 o’clock, P. M. 



AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The Conference was called to order at 1 o’clock by Vice-President 
George B. Johnson, the President not having arrived. Two verses of 
the first selection from the Church Hymnal were sung. 

The “ Tennesseeans,” being present, were invited to sing, and the invi- 
tation was accepted. They furnished the Conference with some very 
inspiring music, after which brother M’Math led in prayer. 

President Elliott arrived, and took the chair. 

The time having arrived to visit the Cincinnati Conference, the mem- 
bers marched in procession to the seat of the Conference, and were intro- 
duced to the Conference by Bishop Simpson. 

Bishop Simpson, Judge Elliott, Dr. Walden, Dr. Weakley, Judge 
Meek, Colonel Warnock, Dr. Moody, Dr. Hypes, Dr. Miley, and others, 
delivered appropriate and stirring addresses. The meeting was closed 
with prayer by Dr. Lowrey, after which the members returned to First 
Church, and resumed business at 3^ o’clock. 

The following persons were nominated as delegates to General Confer- 
ence, two to be elected : Edward Sargent, of Cincinnati ; Judge W. M- 
Meek, of Hillsboro ; D. C. S. Parker, of Piqua; Judge J. Chambers, of 













Eaton ; Judge H. Elliott, of Dayton ; B. W. Gehman, of Springfield, 
Edward Mulliken, of Springfield ; John Cochnower, Dr. W. B. Davis, 
and W. M. Doughty, of Cincinnati. 

Nominations were declared closed. 

The Chair appointed brother Adams and Dr. Jones as Tellers, and the 
vote was taken. The first ballot resulted as follows : 



Edward Sargent 69 B. W. Gehman 5 

W. M. Meek 17 Edward Mulliken 20 

Dr. C. S. Parker 8 John Cochnower » 10 

Jacob Chambers 9 Dr. W. B. Davis 4 

Henderson Elliott 56 Judge West 1 

Edward Sargent and J udge H. Elliott were declared elected. 

On motion the rules were suspended, and E. W. Mulliken and W. M. 
Meek were, viva voce, elected reserve delegates. 

Brother J. H. Laws called the attention of the Conference to the 
expenses of the Church, and presented the following resolution : 

'•'■Resolved^ That it is the sense of this Conference that the six districts 
of the Cincinnati Conference should be reduced to three.” 

Spirited remarks were made by a number of the delegates, and the 
resolution was lost. 

Brother J. H. Laws also moved that we recommend to the General 
Conference that it so change the day and date of the meeting of the Lay 
Conference that it do not come, in connection with the session of the 
Annual Conference.” Lost. 

On motion it was 

'‘'‘Resolved^ That the best interests of the Church require that our pas- 
tors take the Conference collections at such times as to avoid crowding 
them into the last quarter of the year.” 

A letter was read from brother Matson, of Milford, Ohio, and was re- 
ferred to our delegates to the next General Conference. 

The thanks of the Conference were tendered to the citizens of Urhana 
for their kind hospitality to the members of the Conference ; also to the 
President and Secretary for services rendered. After singing “ Praise 
God, from whom all blessings flow,” the Conference adjourned sine die, 
with the benediction. B. Starr, Secretary.
